IN T E R IO R D E P A R T M E N T

W ashington, N ov. 23.—T he annual re­ 
port of the secretary o f the interior 
has been m a le public. 
Im portant fea ­ 
tures o f the report are sum m arized in 
the introduction, a s follow s: 


“S ir:—I have th e honor to sub m it for 
your consideration the annual report of 
this departm ent, w ith th e reports of 
the bureaus, offices, and in stitu tion s 
w hich are placed under its supervision. 
I have heretofore had occasion to ad­ 
vert to the great increase in the busi­ 
n ess of this departm ent, and to the 
m easure o f responsibility in volved in its 
consideration and dispatch. 
T he past 
year h as been characterized by a fu r­ 
ther increase in the volu m e o f business, 
notably so in the p aten t o ffice, general 
land o ffice, geological survey, and the 
secreta ry ’s 
office. 
W hile, 
in con se­ 
quence thereof, it h as been n ecessary 
in som e in stances to exten d th e hours 
of labor, the s.ervtce required h as been 
ch eerfully rendered, and th e w ork d is­ 
patched in such an exp ed itious m anner 
that I am gratified to sta te th e public 
business is w ell in hand and there is 
but little arrears; such increase In the 
force, etc., as ex istin g conditions ap­ 
pear to dem and has been noted in de­ 
partm ental estim a tes to be brought to 
the atten tion of congress in the m anner 
prescribed by law . 


“C onsiderable progress h as been m ade 
In the in auguration and carryin g into 
effect o f n ecessary reform s in various 
branches of the service. 


“The ad visa b ility of the early en a ct­ 
m ent o f legislation looking to th e recla­ 
m ation o f the arid lands o f the country 
h as been frequently m entioned in p re­ 
vious annual reports o f th e d ep artm en t 
and con gress at Us la st session recog­ 
nized th e national im portance o f irri­ 
gation by the p assage o f the reclam a­ 
tion law , approved June 17, 1902. 
This 
law creates a fund from the m on eys re­ 
ceived from sal^s of public lands, to 
be expended in th e con stru ction o f irri­ 
g ation w orks 
w hich 
p a ss u ltim a tely 
into the control o f the settler, th e m on­ 
eys received th erefor to be applied to 
the fu rth er expansion o f th e irrigation 
sy stem . 
T he a ct is gen eral in ch arac­ 
ter, and leaves to a d m in istra tiv e action 
m oat o f th e d etails, thereby im p osin g 
upon th e secretary o f the interior a veyy 
g reat resp on sibility In carryin g it into

"N ew fo rest reservations have been 
established during the year, the for­ 
estry service extended, 
a b etter

more thorough system of patroling the 
reservations h as been perfected, and 
the w ork of reforestation on the various

“The unlaw ful fen cin g o f tb e public 
lands for g razin g and other purposes 
referred to hereafter h as grea tly in ­ 
creased in som e sections of the w est 
and grow n so flagran t as to cau se m uch 
concern: vigorous m easures, how ever, 
h ave been pursued regarding these u n ­ 
law ful occupants of the public dom ain, 
and prom pt step s taken looking to the 
in stitu tion of civil or crim inal proceed­ 
ings a g a in st them . 


“Tim ber on 
the unreserved 
public 
hinds can n ot now be properly protect­ 
ed; ex istin g law s relatin g thereto, and 
esp ecially the act of June 3, 1S7S, know n 
as 'the tim ber and stone a ct,’ if not re­ 
pealed or radically am ended, w ill re­ 
su lt u ltim a tely in the com plete d estru c­ 
tion o f the tim ber on the unappropriated 
and unreserved public lands. 
T he s it­ 
uation dem ands the p assage 
of 
the 
rem edial legislation 
on 
this 
subject 
h erein after m entioned. 


“ U nder the act of Jan uary 14, 1898 
(2,i Stat. L., 642), the C hippew a Indians 
failed 
to receive the full am ou nt of 
m oney to w hich th ey were en titled from 
the proceeds of the sa les of tim ber on 
their ceded lands in M innesota, ow in g to 
im proper classification 
of 
lands, 
to 
fictitiou s valu es of tim ber fixed by in ­ 
com petent estim ators, and frauds p er­ 
petrated 
by the contractors for 
the 
h andling o f the tim ber. 
U nder the act 
of June 27. 1002, enacted by congress 
upon the recom m endation of the depart­ 
m ent, tim ber w ill be sold only under 
sealed bids, and not at public auction. 
The m easurem ent thereof will hereafter 
be m ade at the stum p, and none is to 
be rem oved until 
it has 
been 
cut, 
banked, and scaled 
w here 
cut; 
the 
quantity, as per scale, to be paid for at 
the price bid per 1.000 feet, in su rin g to 
the Indiana full v a lu e for their prop­ 
erty, a result w hich it w as not p rac­ 
ticable to obtain under tlie a d m in istra­ 
tion o f the old law. 


“In the Indian 
service 
regulations 
have been adopted providing for the 
consideration o f sealed bids for leases 
of Indian grazin g lands, and aw ards 
m ade to the highest responsible bidder 
thereby secu ring to the Indians a ju st 
return for the use of the leased lands. 
U nder the old m ethod of perm itting the 
tribes to in d iscrim in ately 
enter into 
con tracts for the use of their lands, 
such a result w as not practicable. 


"A greem ents have 
been 
n egotiated 
w ith the fiv o c i v i l i z e d tribes of Indian 
territory w hereby just a llotm en ts of 
land can be m ade to them in severalty. 
P rovision has been m ade for the le a s­ 
ing of coal, asph alt, and other m inerals 
in the Sem inole, Creek and Cherokee 
nations, resp ectively, and also for the 
sa le of coal and asph alt lands in the 
Choctaw' and C hickasaw 
nations, re­ 
sp ectively. in such a 
m anner as to 
protect the in terests of all parties. 
A 
definite tim e has been fixed for 
the 
closing of the citizen sh ip rolls of the 
several Indian tribes, as a result of 
w hich, in all probability, it will be prac­ 
ticable for the five civilized tribes com ­ 
m ission to finally close its work in the 
territory w ithin the next tw o years. 


“D etailed sta tem en ts regarding 
the 
m atters ab ove m entioned w ill be found 
under appropriate headings in this re­ 
port. 


“It affords me pleasure to acknow ledge 
the valuable a ssista n ce ch eerfully ren­ 
dered by the a ssista n t secretaries, the 
a ssista n t attorn ey-gen eral, the heads of 
bureaus, the chief clerk of the d ep art­ 
m ent, and the ch iefs of division o f the 
secretary's office in the disposition of 
the public business. 


R elative to the u nlaw fu l fencing of 
public lands, the report says: 


“ The avow ed policy of the g overn ­ 
m ent to preserve the public dom ain for 
hom es for actu al settlers has no more 
im placable and relen tless foe than the 
cia ss that seek to occupy the public 
lands for grazin g purposes, by m ain ­ 
ta in in g u nlaw fu l fen ces thereon. 


“T he fight betw'een th is cla ss and the 
governm ent has been goin g on for years 
and resulted, 17 yea rs ago, in the p as­ 
sa g e of the a ct o f F ebruary 25, ISSo, 
(23 S tat. L., 321), w hich provides for 
the in stitu tion of civil proceedings for 
the rem oval o f such fen ces and crim ­ 
inal prosecution of the tresp assers, and 
authorizes the president, if n ecessary, to 
call out the civil and m ilitary au thori­ 
ties to rem ove such unlaw'ful inclosures: 
but n otw ith stan d in g the p a ssa g e of said 
act and th e efforts o f this d epartm ent 
to enforce it the abuse h as continued, 
and 
th e 
beneficiaries 
th ereof 
have 
grow n so bold and arrogant th a t they 
practically d efy th e efforts of the de­ 
p artm en t and the governm en t to ex e­ 
cu te the law . 


“There is now pending before con­ 
g ress a bill entitled, “A bill to pro­ 
vide for the leasing, for grazin g pur­ 
poses, o f the va ca n t public dom ain, and 
reserving all rights of hom estead and 
m ineral entry, the rentals to be a sp e­ 
cial fund for irrigation.’ 


“A copy of said bill, together w ith 
the very excellen t report of the com ­ 
m issioner 
of the 
general land 
office 
ad verse to its p assage, and m y letter 
tran sm ittin g said report, w ith m y ap ­ 
proval thereof, to th e public lands com ­ 
m ittee of the sen ate, w ill be found b e­ 
gin n in g a t page 167 of the appendix 
to th is report, m arked, 
respectively, 
E xh ib its A, B and C. 


“Should th at bill becom e a law , the 
public dom ain in the 16 sta tes and ter­ 
ritories m entioned therein, ag g reg a tin g 
an area o f 525,000,000 acres, p ractically 
all o f th e v a ca n t public dom ain w est of 
th e M ississippi, w ould be sub ject to 
lease a t tw o cents per acre for 10 years, 
w ith a p rivilege of renew al for 10 years 
m ore. 
D urin g the last fiscal year there 
w ere m ade w ithin that area 53,654 origi­ 
nal hom estead entries and 27,904 final 
h om estead entries, em bracing over 12,- 
000,000 acres and affecting 85,558 per­ 
sons; and during the present fiscal year 
indications are th a t m ore en tries w ill 
be m ade, affectin g m ore people, and em ­ 
bracing a greater acreage. 
It is n eed ­ 
less to sa y th a t such a bill, if enacted 
into law , w ould place the last acre of 
desirable public land out of the reach 
of th e hom eseeker and d efeat the pur­ 
p ose o f th e governm en t to preserve the 
public dom ain for hom es for a ctu al se t­ 
tlers.

“In such correspondence, as in every 
other effort by those w ho seek to pre­ 
ven t the rem oval of such

the d uty of th is departm ent to enforce 
the law s relative to the public dom ain. 
One o f th ese law s, w hich “forbids and 
proh ib its” the u nlaw fu l occupancy or 
fen cing of the public dom ain, is being 
con tin u ou sly and p ersisten tly violated. 
T'nder such circu m stan ces a con scien ­ 
tious execu tiv e oflicer w ith a proper 
conception of the nature of his oath can 
pursue but one course. A s stated by the 
U nited S ta tes suprem e court in the case 
of Canfield vs. C nited .States, (176 I". 
S., 524); 


“ ‘It (the governm ent) would be rec­ 
reant to its d uties as trustee for the 
people o f the U nited S tates to perm it 
an y individual or p rivate corporation 
to m onopolize them (the public lands) 
for p rivate gain and thereby practically 
drive inten d in g settlers from the m ar­ 
k et.

Paris. Nov. 24.—The Gore tragedy was 
presented in a dramatic aspect today when 
the French officials took De Rydzewski 
to the scene of the occurrence and com ­ 
pelled him to re-enact every detail of the 
affair, this being done under the. prac­ 
tice of the French law which requires 
the reconstruction of the tragedy in the 
presence of officials under exactly the 
same conditions as it was originally enact­ 
ed.

Mr. R oosevelt, apparently, w ants 
to reverse this m axim of governm ental 
adm inistration, and that in peace as 
well as in war, the Am erican executive 
m ust be It. Andrew Jackson, with his 
“m y policy," had the sam e idea. 
That 
misguided “strenuous" accidental pres­ 
ident started out to run the whole m a­ 
chine of governm ent, to over-ride con­ 
gress, but one fine m orning he ran up 
against portentous articles of im peach­ 
m ent. and, on trial, came w ithin one 
vote of being pitched out of the W hite 
house. And he, too, had “sw ung around 
the 
circle," 
and 
been 
acclaim ed 
by 
thousands and tens of thousands as a 
popular hero. 
The Republican 
party 
and its vice presidents do not seem to 
have the knack of dw elling together in 
harmony. 


It m ay be confidently asserted that 
there will be no tariff legislation during 
the coming- session. 
Influential m em ­ 
bers of both houses who are here, and 
others who have expressed their view s 
on the subject in letters to their friends, 
are alm ost all again st it. The president 
is. of course, expected to m ake it one 
of the topics in the m essage, but con ­ 
gress has an effective w ay of sm other­ 
ing presidential suggestions when they 
do not happen to suit the view s of the 
leading m embers of the m ajority who 
control the m achinery of legislation. It 
consists in a sim ple reference of the 
executive recom m endation to the ap ­ 
propriate com m ittee, where it Is al­ 
lowed to slum ber ln w hat Mr. C leveland 
would call “innocuous desuetude.” It is 
true the president is in a position to 
force the figh tin g by calling an extra 
session of congress, but as the inevitable 
result of such a m ovem ent on his part 
would be to plunge the business of the 


country into confusion and perhaps lead 
to a curtailm ent of production, throw ­ 
ing an arm y of men Out of em ploym ent, 
it is not believed that he w ill assu m e so 
enorm ous a responsibility. 


It is not improbable:, how ever, th at a 
bill or resolution will be passed, author­ 
izing the president to appoint a com ­ 
m ission to consider the w hole question 
and to report to the n ext congress w hich 
will convene in D ecem ber, 1903. 
T hat 
plan, it is thought, would p lacate those 
who are clam oring to h ave all tru st- 
m ade goods on the free list, and, at the 
sam e tim e be acceptable to the m anu­ 
facturers w’ho would thereby gain tim e 
for the erection of their lines of defense. 
Possibly, however, the R epublican lead ­ 
ers will not consent to the callin g in of 
outside assistan ce in the settlem ent of 
the question, but w ill appoint a com ­ 
m ittee of their own num ber, to sit dur­ 
ing the com ing sum m er, m ake a tour of 
the country and get m aterial for half 
a dozen volum es of 
expert 
opinion, 
which will lead to w eeks and m onths of 
debate, until the country forgets all 
about it in the h eat and turm oil o f the 
next presidential election. 


D avid B. H ill's failure to elect his 
candidate in the Em pire sta te 
is a 
kec-n d isappointm ent 
to 
his 
political 
friends from d ifferent sections 
who 
have turned up here since election, and, 
on the other hand, a cause of intense 
satisfaction to his enem ies, who declare 
th at it puts him clean out or the racei 
for the presidential nom ination in 1904.'

In it Shep­ 
herd becam e suprem e. 
H e spent m il­ 
lions of dollars in m unicipal im prove­ 
m ents, and w as denounced as a cor­ 
ru ptionist by those w hom he had b ene­ 
fited. 
R igid inim ical congressional in­ 
vestigation proved 
h is 
hands 
were 
clean; and, a little later on, w ith feel­ 
in g s th at no m an m a y know , he w as an 
exile in th e w ilds o f M exico, w here he 
m ade a large fortune a s a m iner, dying 
tw o m onths ago. 
H is old enem ies are 
now am on g his w arm est adm irers, and 
deservedly so. 
A t th e su ggestion of 
m an y of them , a bill h as been draw n up 
for p resentation a t th e com ing session 
of congress, m ak in g an appropriation 
f^r the erection of h is sta tu e in the u n ­ 
rivaled city w hich he m ay be said to 
have created.

Fortunately, this voluntary 
sick-nurse was devoted to the dear, warm­ 
hearted and highly-gifted old lady. 
M. 
de Grignan stayed in the chateau. 
We 
know from him how Mme. de Sevigne 
ended her life. 
“This read woman, t-o 
tender and so weak tow’ards every one 
she loved, found strength and courage 
whrn ¡she thought she had only herself 
to think of.” 
The son-in-law buried her 
in the parish church of St. Sauveur, at 
the foot of the castle hill. 
The revolu­ 
tionists broke open her tomb in 1703, and 
the mason requisitioned to break into the 
vault 
carried 
off 
all 
the 
unspoiled 
breadths of the rich brocaded robe ln 
which her corpse had been dressed, and 
a lock of her hair. The town notary took 
for his spoil one of the ribs of the skele­ 
ton. 
No leaden coffin sheathed the re­ 
mains. Thirty-two years ago a society of 
historical research had the tomb examined 
and iuiMid one-hail of tin; skull uicuiy 
sawn, as if by a surgeon. 
On the death 
of the most accomplished letter-writer of 
any time her son-in-law had this opera­ 
tion performed in order to send the other 
half with the part of brain it contained 
to be studied by tome friends interested 
in phrenology.

tow n house. 
He seem s to have had a 
p resentim ent that he would be killed 
in his bed a t night. To secure h im self

The structure of the bed rendered it im ­ 
possible for any c«ie to hide under it. 
Zola him self kept the key of the w icket 
in the «rating. fearin g that if ho loft 
it about a duplicate m ight be 
made. 
The bed is ponderous, grandiose, and 
w holly out of proportion and harm ony 
w ith the som ew hat m eager architec­ 
ture of the house. 
It m ust have been

"bourgeois.” But Zola had no sense of 
harm ony and proportion. He felt w hat 
w as handsom e in isolated objects and 
reveled in their beauty. The fire-place 
which sent out his stea lth y m urderer 
is low —very low —and narrow, but su r­ 
mounted by ii m antel of the richest 
marble. One sees in It the work of the 
facile Italian chisle th at

technical difficulties. The colum ns sup ­ 
porting it had been tall, but Zola caused 
them 10 be shortened to fit his ugly lit­ 
tle fire-place. 
Im agine a giant with

PLAN TO BUILD IN AMERICA NEW ST. PETER’S. 


Paris, France, Nov. 1.—It may interest 
you Americana to know that the historic 
home of Mme. de Sevigne. the Chateau 
of Grignan, is to be purchased by Count 
Bonl de Castellane, 
which, 
of 
course, 
m eans with the good fortune of Mme. la 
Comtesse, who was- Miss Anna Gould of 
New York. 
It is said to have belonged 
to his ancestors, by which he must mean 
of a collective branch. 
Ho will never 
make it what it appeared to Mme. de 
Sevigne. 
Nor need he hope to catch any 
of his talent by haunting the terraces 
from which she gazed across the plain 
of the Drome at the distant Alps. 


I visited some years ago the Chateau 
de Grignan. 
More than three-fourths of 
the original pile were in ruins. 
The un­ 
glazed windows admitted feely all the 
winds that sweep over the department 
of the Drome, where thpy had the mistral 
the icy winds from the Alps, the keen 
blasts from the Ardeche mountains, and 
the tail-end of the African sirocco that 
blows over the Mediterranean and 
for 
some distance up the Rhone. 
Remains 
of architectural sculptures lie in the long 
grass. 
Italian artists probably executed 
them. 
Their facility is apparent in the 
allegorical figures. 
Pillars of different 
orders also lie about. 
Some of the ter­ 
races, from which there are noble views, 
are no longer good for promenading,- as 
in Mme. de Sevigne's time, owing to the 
heaps of rubbish. 


I pity the future purchaser of Grignan 
if he or she intends to restore it to the 
state in which Mme. de Sevigne in her 
visits to her daughter saw it. 
The site 
is fine, a rock like that of the Acropolis 
overlooking a wide plain, bounded by the 
mountains of Dauphiny and the towering 
Mount Ventoux. But it is a m istral-swept 
site also, and has no sort of shelter from 
the fierce sunshine of the valley of the 
Rhone, which at the place where Gingnan 
stands has the same climate as that of 
Burgos, and is just as bleak. 
The eye 
of the provencal finds beauties in the plain 
that escape the northern stranger, who 
does not at once appreciate the rugged, 
scented, parched country which Mme. de 
Sevigne described so well in a single trait 
in calling it “une gueuse parfumee.’ 


Need I say that we owe the immortal 
letters of Mme. de Sevigne to the daugh­ 
ter she Idolized having married Comte 
de Grignan, 
Lieutenant general 
of the 
king in Languedoc, and later of Provence, 
who, on being appointed to the former 
post, went to live in the ancestral resi­ 
dence on the wind-swept rocky eminence? 
The distance of Grignan from Paris In 
1670 rendered it Impossible for Mme de 
Sevigne to go often to see her daughters. 
They did hot live on amiable terms to­ 
gether, the children not responding to 
the adoring love of the mother. But ab­ 
sence soothed the mother's heartwounds, 
and she endeavored in sanding to the 
Countess*.

ishing th ese pests and p arasites com pletely. 


And th e o ther m a tte r in reg ard to w hich th e G azette’s 
policy has been plain spoken and well know n is th a t of 
hom e trading. 
The G azette is not inclined to agree w ith 
th e statem e n t th a t foreign tra d in g is m ore p rev alen t in 
Colorado Springs than in any oth er city of equal size in 


th e country. 


It is tru e th a t large num bers of our population have 
com e from o th e r cities in com paratively recen t tim es and

Home trading, however, has so many advantages, direct 
and indirect, that any movement which has as its object 
the promotion of this custom is worthy of all commenda­ 
tion and support. 


The recent Republican victory in Colorado will un­ 
doubtedly have the effect of strengthening the party by 
the accession of a large number of people who have only 
been waiting until the tide turned to 
get in with 
the 
winning side. 
It has been evident for a good many years 
that the political pendulum in Colorado was swinging 
toward Republicanism, but there has been a considerable 
difference of opinion as to when it would reach the divid­ 
ing line.

H E R E has been som e irresponsible new spaper talk 
recently to the effect th at the special sum m er 
rates for Colorado to u rists would not be in force 
next sum m er. The n o rth ern tran sco n tin en tal lines, it is 
said, w ere opposed to the prom inence gained by Colorado 
business, and th eir influence would be sufficient to block 
th e favorable efforts of the Rock Island, B urlington and 
oth er Colorado lines. W e rem em ber to have heard talit 
of th is kind before and occasionally P resid en t Sebastlpu 
or som e o th er of our good friends have been forced to 
tak e independent action, w hich has been very prom ptly 
and w illingly followed by the other roads, so th a t there 
has been no serious alarm in Colorado to u rist circles 
over the prospects for next year. 


B ut th is y ear m atters will not go even to th a t ex­ 
trem ity, for a t th e quarterly m eeting of the T ran sco n ti­ 
n ental P assen g er association a t St. Louis a few days ago, 
a C hristian E ndeavor rate of $15 w as fixed for the round 
trip from M issouri riv er points, $21 from St. Louis arc! 
$25 from Chicago. This action insures low sum m er rates 
for general to u rist business and in all probability insures 
a larg er num ber of visito rs next sum m er than the stato 
has ev er before received. 


T he to u rist business in Colorado has now reached a 
stage w here a large num ber of sum m er visitors m ay be 
confidently expected each year, and w here it would be 
good judgm ent to m ake m ore system atic arran g em en ts 
for th e ir en tertain m en t th an have ever been undertaken 
in this state. Colorado has m uch to learn concerning tlie- 
proper care of its sum m er guests, and is only beginning 
to realize th e im portance of th is business. 
But we arc 
confident th a t th is know ledge and experience will cmne 
rapidly, and th a t in the n ear fu tu re it will be said cl 
Colorado, not only th a t it is unsurpassed in natural a t­ 
tractio n s and advantages as a national sum m er reso rt 
and playground, but also th a t now here else in all tin: 
w orld a rc visitors so com fortably, so hospitably and so 
reasonably receivod and en tertain ed as they are In this 
state. 


In hiring som eone to violate the law s it is m ore than 
usually im p o rtan t th a t the em ploye shall be com petent 
for th e w ork. 
T he D em ocratic cam paign m anagers in 
A rapahoe county are beginning to realize this. T he judge 
and clerks of election in som e of th e precincts do not 
ap p ear to have had sense enough "to pound san d ,” and 
as the R epublicans are th reaten in g prosecution against 
all convicted of fraud there is no visible way of repairing 
th e blunders th a t have been made. The retu rn s will have i» 
be m ade th is week anyhow, and it is beginning to look 
as though som e of the frauds would be righted w ithout 
an appeal to the state legislature or to the U nited S tates 
congress.

In the n ear future there will undoubtedly be built a trunk line from some 


point in southw est Colorado southw estw ard into Arizona, eith er connecting 


w ith Hues already built or extending independently to the Pacific coast.

discovered by th e world and w as aw aitin g only th e fo sterin g hand of ! 
p atern al governm ent to obtain fo r it u niversal recognition. 
T hen canie a 
end of the exploitation and th e chilling silonce and indifference th a t are tho 
usual fate of freak and sensational perform ances of th is ch aracter, 
in a fo r 
years, how ever, th o re cam e a resu rrectio n of th e suggestion, followed \lV 
a n o th er period of in term en t and oblivion. 
B ut p erm an en t sepulture was out 
of th e question. 
D uring th e b e tte r p a rt of m ore th an tw o-thirds of a gen­ 
eration it finds spasm odic ty pe-reincarnation In som e vehicle of public opiuir«,,' 
and the probabilities are th a t so w ill it tu rn on th rough th e revolving years 
of all the fu tu re. 
T his m onth, for instance, it finds reh ab ilitatio n bct\vcvn 
th e covers of a popular m agazine. 


T he endow m ent of a natio n al th e a te r is not w ithin th e constitutional 
pow er of the g eneral governm ent, and could not possibly becom e so without 
an am endm ent to th e fundam ental law of th e republic. 
From the days of 
W ashington dow n th ere has been an alm o st continuous effort to secure tho 
estab lish m en t of a national university in th e D istrict of Colum bia. 
The first 
p resid en t w as so convinced of th e im portance and necessity of it in his da-.- 
th a t in his w ill he bequeathed a p a rt of his e sta te as the nucleus of a fund for 
its endow m ent. 
In th eir m essages to congress m any of h is successors have 
earn estly advocated th e p ro ject; educational bodies alm ost w ithout number 
t-avo com m ended th<? idea; com m ittees of th e national leg islatu re have 
favorable rep o rts w ith resp ect to it, b u t n o tw ith stan d in g all th is official anil 
outside popular sup p o rt the insuperable obstacle has n ev er been overcome, nor 
is it ever likely to be for the necessity for such an in stitu tio n no longer exists. 
A p recedent for the estab lish m en t w as sought to be found in th e fact that tho 
governm ent founded and m ain tain s tw o g re a t in stitu tio n s of learning, one at 
W est P o in t and one a t A nnapolis, b u t constitutional w riters and law yers w oo 
sw ift to point o u t th a t it w as no p reced en t a t all, for th e se establishm ent- 
rested on th e clause of th e C onstitution w hich im posed on th e legislative brain u 
of the governm ent th e duty of providing “for th e public defense.” 
That., of 
course, w as im possible w ithout properly train ed and educated officers for both 
th e arm y and navy. 
T he prep aratio n ot young m en for civil life w as entirely 
| a different proposition so far as the federal au th o rity w as concerned. 


But, supposing th a t the endow m ent of a th e a te r on th e E uropean plan was 
w ithin the constitutional au th o rity of congress, and th a t it had th e disposition 
to exercise it, w h at sound reason is th e re for th e selection of New York as 
the beneficiary of its benevolence? 
E xcept in m ere point of population what 


be felt to the advantage not only of th e new er sections of the state th a t a re 


thus opened to im m igrants and investors and w orkers, but to th e older cen­ 


ters of population as well. 
» 


E v e r y new' m ile of railroad in Colorado adds to the value of real e sta te in 


C olorado S prings and D enver and Pueblo and all the o ther tow ns and cities 


th at have anything m ore th an a purely local trado and influence. 


Colorado Springs in p articu lar has beeu grow ing rapidly and h as enjoyed 
g reat prosperity w hen all the rest of th e state has beeu dull. 
T his city cer­ 
tainly ought to be able to do even b e tte r w hen tho re st of the sta te seem s as­ 
sured of a prosperity g reater than it h as ever before enjoyed.

W hy should St. Louis and C incinnati, S an Francisco. Haiti- 
m ore, New O rleans and P ittsb u rg be se t aside i.n favor of th a t m ost unamer- 
ican of all A m erican cities on th e banks of th e H udson and the shores nf 
Long Island sound? 
And, thep, th ere is th e C apital city itself—one of tho 
m ost beautiful on the co n tin en t—W ashington. 
T here, if anyw here, is tho 
place for an endow ed th eater, w here every sen ato r and representative, tho 
president and all bis cabinet, could have free adm ission from one end of mo 
season to th e other. 
T he trouble w ith a free endow ed th e a te r in Washington, 
how ever, would be th a t it m ight seriously in terfere w ith th e operation of tho 
law m aking m achinery of th e governm ent.

THE TELLURIDE TRAGEDY. 
A BETTER BALANCE WHEEL NEEDED. 


T 


HE COWARDLY assassin atio n of M anager Collins 
of the Sm uggler-U nion m ine a t T elluride is a crime, 
th a t deserves the atten tio n of th e e n tire state. 


G overnor O rm an has very properly offered a rew ard 
of 51.000 for the arre st and conviction of th e m urderer, 
and this w ill be increased by the county of San Miguel, 
the city of T elluride, the m ining com pany, and probably 
by private subscriptions. 


No effort or expense should be spared to hu n t down 
and punish the authors of th is m ost atrocious m urder, 
and th eir accessories o r principals, if any such th e re be. 


In the m eantim e the m ine rem ains closed as a trib u te 
of respect to the dead m anager, and som e 600 m en are 
out of em ploym ent. 
T he cessation of w ork will undoubt­ 
edly serve to im press th a t city and th e state w ith the 
m agnitude of the crim e and it m ay tend tow ard a m ore 
earn est effort for the detection of the crim inal. 
B ut the 
G azette tru sts th a t w ork m ay be resum ed w ithin a rea­ 
sonable tim e, and th a t th ere will be no attem p t to punish 
the innocent along w ith th e guilty. 


It is im possible th a t A m erican w orkm en in Colorado 
should have, either as individuals or as an organization, any 
sym pathy w ith such a crim e as this, and we fee) certain 
th at there will be no m ore active ag en ts engaged in the 
detection of the m u rd erers than those em ployes of the 
m ining com pany who, how ever m uch 
they 
m ay 
have 


striven earn estly to prom ote th eir own in terests and to 
defend w hat they believed to be th e ir rights, do not ap­ 
prove of m urder or recognize it as justifiable for revenge 
or as a m ethod of prom oting th e ir objects. 


The assassin atio n of M anager Collins, grave enough 
as an isolated case, becom es m ore so in connection w ith 
the series of crim es, know n and suspected, of w hich T el­ 
luride and its vicinity has been th e scene. 
T he m y ster­ 
ious disappearance of W esley E. Sm ith, for w hose body 
a rew ard of $6,000 is now offered, and o th er crim es and 
th reats ag ain st persons and property, have a connection 
w ith this recen t m urder th a t cannot be ignored, and 
th a t should s tir all classes to the determ ination to break 
up a gang of crim inals th a t has been tak in g advantage 
of th e carelessness of officials and the indifference of 


citizens. 


THE SPEAKERSHIP CONTEST.

T IS SIGN IFICA N T of the im m ense pow er residing in 
the sp eak er of th e house of representatives, th at 
a full y ear before th e m eeting of the next congress, 
the m em bers of w hich h av e ju st been elected, a vigor­ 
ous contest should have been m ade and ended for the 
selection of its presiding officer. 


The 
p resen t speaker, 
Mr. H enderson of 
Iowa, as 
will be rem em bered, refused to be a candidate for re- 
election on account of dissatisfaction 
w ith the 
Iowa 
state platform , and it th erefo re becam e n ecessary to 
choose his successor. 


Instead of w aiting until the congress should come 
to g eth er an active canvass w as m ade of the m em bers- 
eiect w ith tho resu lt th a t th e election of Mr. Cannon 
of Illinois now seem s practically assured. 


The^e are evidently som e very stro n g ad v an tag es in 
favor of gettin g th e th in g settled th u s fa r in advance. 
T he com m ittees and th e chairm anships can be arran g ed 
with m uch m ore care and o th er prep aratio n s can be 
m ade th a t w ill save m uch valuable tim e w hen th e con­ 
gress begins its session. 


T he p resen t system , in w hich so m uch pow er is 
given to an officer of the house, and so little, com para­ 
tively, to individual m em bers has been greatly criticised, 
but it is difficult to see h o w -th e w ork of national legis­ 
lation can be accom plished effectively in any o th e r way. 


O ur country is a very large one, and its business is 
im m ense. 
A large house of rep resen tativ es is a ne­ 
cessity in order th a t all sections and in terests m ay be 
properly looked after. 
T he legislative business of eighty 
m illion people, living in 45 states and seven territo ries, 
cannot be tran sacted by a house of 386 m em bers, w ithout 
som e concentration of pow er in individual hands. 
The 
present system is the outgrow th of m any years 
exper­ 
ience, and those who o b ject to it should be careful th at 
they have som ething b e tte r to ta k e its place before they 


begin to m ake changes.

F AN E X P E R T w atchm aker w ere to exam ine the com ­ 
plicated m achinery of m odern business and industry 
for the purpose of d eterm ining th e cause of th e fre­ 
quent stoppages and irregularities, it is probable th a t his 
verd ict would be th a t there w as som ething w rong w ith 
the escapem ent, end th at he w'ould recom m end the estab ­ 
lishm ent of som e m ethod of reg u latin g th ese activities 
sim ilar to -the h a ir spring of a w atch or th e pendulum of 
a clock. 


To som e e x ten t it is already a m atter of com m on 
know ledge th a t perm anent conditions m aintained for con­ 
siderable periods of tim e are a necessity of business suc­ 
cess. 
F or instance, every m an u factu rer o r person en­ 
gaged in foreign trad e know's how im p o rtan t n is to be 
assured th a t changes in the tariff schedules w ill not be 
m ade rashly or frequently. 
The business of the country 
can a d ju st itself in tim e to high tariff o r to low tariff, 
but it cannot possibly be estab lish ed and continued w ith­ 
out in terru p tio n if radical changes are m ade or even 
threatened a t freq u en t intervals.

T he im pression prevails throughout 
the U nited S tates, 
th a t 
the 
rcrent 
fo rest fires in W ashington and Orog.u 
destroyed standing 
tim b er 
to 
the 
value of m any th o u san d s of dollars. 
T h at th e contrary is tru e is based on 
conditions peculiarly interesting and 
native to th e situation. 


The fires covered fully 50,000 acres 
in 
W ashington, 
destroying 
woods, 
buildings, bridges, crops 
and 
stock. 
Loss of hum an life w as sm all compared 
to th e ex ten t of the fire, only 33 deaths 
being recorded. 
B ut th e woods de­ 
stroyed w ere th e strag g lin g remains of 
th e fo rest left by th e Jogging opera­ 
tions of a decade; larg e trees, to be 
sure, b u t w aste lum ber from the stand­ 
point of th e P uget Sound roillman, la 
theBc w oods w ere 
m any 
clearings, flj 
w here farm ers had erected buildings 
and planted crops. 
T hese clearings 
save th e few w hich lay &long running 
w ater or beside lakes, w ere swept 
clean of th eir contents. 


To understand th e condition which 
m akes live fir fireproof, one m ust know 
th a t excessive dam pness has brought 


and the consequent u n certain ty .to business affairs 


B ut the application of the general principle is m uch 
w ider th an is com m only supposed. 
F req u en t changes in 
w ages, for instance, are d etrim en tal to regular business 
conditions, and th is is tru e w h eth er the changes be an 
increase or a decrease. 
It would be far b e tte r for both 
em ployes and em ployers if th e average ra te for a period 
of years could be m aintained co nstantly thro u g h o u t the 
en tire period, ra th e r th an to have it shifting above or be­ 
low the general average. 


A nother m a tte r in w hich changes of rates are detrim en­ 
tal to general business in terests is th a t of tran sp o rtatio n . 
This is an im p o rtan t elem ent in all business, especially 
in those p arts of the country m ost dependent upon outsiue 
production. 
It would be for the general in te re st of busi­ 
ness if fixed schedules of rates could be established and 
m aintained w ithout change for long periods of tim e, for 
then business m en could m ake th eir calculations accord­ 
ingly and feel assured th a t the resu lt anticipated by them 
could be attained. 


An instance of the present u nsatisfactory conditions 
has ju s t arisen in P ennsylvania w here som e of the prin­ 
cipal railroad com panies have announced an increase of 
w ages to th eir m en on the ground th a t the increased cost 
of living m akes it necessary for th eir em ployes to earn 
higher w ages. 
T his announcem ent was quickly followed 
by an o th er one to tho effect th a t the 10 per cent, increase 
in w ages m akes it necessary for the com panies to in­ 
crease th eir freig h t charges by 20 per cent. This will m ake 
it necessary for m erchants to add to the price of their 
goods, and consequently, the cost of living for railroad 
em ployes and o thers will be still fu rth er increased. 


To a large extent these frequent changes in the funda­ 
m ental conditions of business arc due to th e constantly 
varying conditions brought about by the inventions and 
rapid im provem ents characteristic of the 19th and 20th 
centuries. 
W ithin the p ast 100 years we have radically 
changed the process of m aking every im p o rtan t article 
and have overturned tho en tire system of com m erce a n l 
industry. 
It has been utterly Im possible to establish 
p erm anent conditions in any branch of m anufacturing or 
trade, and we have not yet reached a point w here this 
can be done. 
W e do not know a t w hat tim e som e new 
discovery m ay revolutionize the processes in any im por­ 
ta n t branch of hum an effort and upset all calculations 
m ade upon the basis of p resen t conditions. 


B ut in general it is evident th a t th e effort should be 
m ade to m ake business conditions as perm anent and as 
unchangeable as it is possible. 
T he w heels of business 
ought to run sm oothly and steadily, and a t the sam e rate 
of speed through long periods. 
ir this could be accom ­ 
plished we would not have years of feverish activity w hen 
the whole nation is w orking over tim e in order to accom ­ 
plish the Im possible, interspersed w ith dull years when 
the stocKB of goods on hand are a drug in the m arket 
and m ultitudes of men are out of em ploym ent because 
is no dem and for the products of their industry. 


trees or by the cu ttin g of avenues 
through the woods, allow ing the suns 
rays to penetrate w here they never 
entered before, the rem aining firs die, 
dry out and becom e fit fuel for any 
blaze th at may be starte d .

notion th a t they would thrive and 
grow, he would fail, unless the experi­ 
ence of Puget Sound loggers has been 
for nothing. 


Logging crew s are instructed to burn 
th eir w aste tim b er a s they go, but 
even in m idsum m er a logging crew 
m ust pile th eir w aste am# allow it sev­ 
eral days in w hich to dry before it 
can be fired. 
T his leads to careless­ 
ness, and perm its an accum ulation ot 
pitchy lum ber th a t sooner or later be­ 
com es a m enace to th e settler whose 
inheritance 
it 'becom es. 
But 
this 
em phasizes th e fa c t th a t green fir 
standing or felled, w ill n o t burn. Many 
settlers fled into th e green fir timber 
during the recen t fires and were as 
safe th ere as if afloat on the sound.—

Any of the te rrito rie s are as 
en titled to statehood as Nevada, snu 
all of them are as populous and as 
w ealthy as m any w estern states were 
w hen they w ere adm iU eu.

jection to th e ir adm ission arises fro® 
th eir constitutional rig h ts as ¡nates 
to tw o votes in th e U nited Stales sen­ 
ate, w hich adds to th e already Prf- 
ponderating influence of the west 1» 
th a t body.

chaos of powerful machinery whose sole 
purpose is to bend, twist, pull or push 
the various m aterials of modern con­ 
struction to their last points of resist­ 
ance. Wooden beams, for example, are 
here kept under constant pressure for 
years, their sag being recorded 
from 
day to day to determine just how much 
the timber is deflected during the life 
of a building in which it is placed—a 
long 
continued 
experiment 
which, 
among other things, looks forward to 
remedying the often uneven floors of a 
cotton mill. 


If a contractor is building a church 
a masonry arch large enough for a 
church door is tested with a weight 
comparable to that of a church steeple, 
not loaded to be sure, with so many 
pounds of material, but being com­ 
pressed to the crushing point by steel 
beams drawn downward by relentless 
mechanical power. Steel rods are sub­ 
jected to torsional or twisting tests 
in order that the necessary dimensions 
of shafts for engines, steamships and 
for all sorts of shafting for the trans­ 
mission of power may be definitely 
settled. 
Bricks are compressed until 
they crumble Into dust, but the recorded 
result of many tests determine the safe 
height of a chimney or an office build­ 
ing of brick construction. 
Steel col­ 
umns are placed under depression until 
they buckle or break and it is then 
Known 
for a certainty how 
many 
rounds they will support without dis­ 
aster. 


Particularly interesting are the tests 
of rope, in which the great difficulty 
is to get it to break in the middle 
rather than at the knot or fastening. 
Wire rope can be tested by moulding 
type metal around the ends and thus 
furnishing- a grip for the jaws of the 
machine. In the case of manila rope 
the sailor’s favorite hitch, the bow 
line, is found to be the most unsatis­ 
factory knot of all, while two half- 
hlUhes develop the largest efficiency. 
Of course the efficiency of a rope is no 
greater than that of the knot by mean* 
of which it is made fast, but when it 
is 
desired 
to 
learn 
the 
breaking 
strength of the straight rope, knots are 
abandoned and a careful eye splice, is 
put in each end. Held by an eye splice, 
previously dimpfened, the rope may be 


broken in the center, simply by exert­ 
ing sufficient pull, but it has been 
found that an average rope before 
breaking will have stretched 20 per 
cent, beyond its normal length. 


But not less interesting than the ex­ 
periments is the delicacy of the ap­ 
paratus that measures the results. Not 
long ago, a sheet of steel—or nteel plate, 
as it is called before it is worked into 
a steam boiler, water tank, ship's hull 
or what not—was put into the huge ma­ 
chine that tests steel to discover how 
much resistance it will offer to a strain 
pulling it to pieces. The plate was 20 
inches wide and half an Inch thick and 
the opposite ends were firmly gripped 
by the steel jaws of the testing ap­ 
paratus, straining at it with a pulling 
force of 200.000 pounds. Measurements 
of the stretch of the plate were being 
made' by two young men, one measur­ 
ing from below, and the other measur­ 
ing from above and for convenience 
resting his elbows on the taut-drawn 
steel. It was found that* the readings 
taken by means of a very sensitive mi­ 
crometer varied slightly and it was sug­ 
gested that the variation might be due 
to the weight of the assistant’s elbow's. 
It seemed impossible that a heavy steel 
plate under such a heavy strain could 
be made to sag appreciably by so slight 
a weight, and yet the demonstration 
of this fact was even more noticeable. 
Adjusting the micrometer to register 
an upward bending of the plate the 
instructor put his hand beneath it and 
pressed upward with one finger. The 
bell connected with the micrometer im­ 
mediately stopped, which showed that 
although the plate had been raised ever 
so slightly, the deflection had been suf­ 
ficient to make the electric circuit and 
the sensitive apparatus had recorded 
the fact. 


The micrometer with electric contact 
will indeed detect a variation of one 
one-hundred-thousandth of an inch and 
respond to the additional weight of a 
man’s hand upon a wooden beam six 
by eight inches ir. size already loaded 
with 6,300 pounds. By means of such 
appliances, in tests made upon full- 
sized material, the constructing engin­ 
eer has during the last, few years been 
supplied ivitU exact data for his calcu­ 
lations wlMsUier t-s ¿a buildfhg a mill', or, 


a ship, an engine or an elevator. 


In studying the use of cement for 
building purposes, the European, espe­ 
cially the German laboratories, are, so 
far, well ahead of similar American in­ 
stitutions. This Is known to be largely 
due to the fact that American builders 
have hitherto found close at hand an 
abundant suppiy of wood, stone and 
brick, while in France and Germany 
these m aterials are not so available and 
the use of cement construction is almost 
universal; not only for walls and floors 
of buildings, but for monuments and 
many sorts of permanent structures. 
Every technical school in Germany is 
studying and testing cement construc­ 
tion. The United States government has 
already begun investigating to ascertain 
the effect of heat and cold upon this 
material, and it is probable that the im­ 
portant technical schools on this side of 
thè water will soon turn their attention 
also to the research work necessary to 
place it in the hands of American 
builders.

TRUSTS FROM THE INSIDE. 


While calling upon Mr. John A. Mc­ 
Call, president of the New York Life 
Insurance company, I found that Mr. 
McCall was at work upon an address 
to be delivered before 
the 
National 
Convention of State Insurance officials 
at Columbus, O., in which he advocat­ 
ed exactly such a federal corporation 
law as that proposed by Mr. Rockefel­ 
ler aud 
Mr. Archbold, 
and 
for the 
same reasons. 
“If,” said Mr. McCall, 
“a state chooses to exercise its full 
powers over foreign corporations (that 
is, corporations formed in otner states), 
it need not stop short of absolute ex­ 
clusion; it may consequently, so far 
as legal authority is concerned, im­ 
pose conditions whicn are unreason­ 
able and onerous, both with regard to 
requirements, as well as with respect 
to license fee and taxation. 
The cor­ 
poration in such cases has no remedy 
in the courts, even if the conditions 
are unconscionable; it can escape in­ 
justice only by ceasing to expose itself 
to the jurisdiction of laws which make 
unjust requirem ents.” 
He 
concludes 
“that an am endment to the Constitution 
is necessary to secure national super­ 
vision and control of insurance com­ 
panies.” 
And almost paraphrasing 
Mr. Rockefeller, he advises that “pend­ 
ing such an amendment," efforts be 
made “to secure uniform laws for tax­ 
ation and other purposes in order that 
policy holders may be protected against 
the crude and oftentimes destructive 
legislation proposed in some of the 
states.” 


The disorder, loss and inconvenience 
resulting to corporations from the wide 
differences bbtween state laws, the un­ 
ending litigation to which these give 
rise, and the inducements they offer 
to trust-baiting and blackmailing suits, 
were repeatedly mentioned by the in­ 
dustrial leaders ‘ whose views on the 


president’s proposal were invited, as 
the strongest 
possible 
argum ent in 
favor of a federal corporation law. In­ 
stances were given of states creating 
corporations for the purpose of doing 
business which is unlawful in the state 
that confers the charter, and even for 
the purpose of working in violation of 
the laws of the foreign state in which 
It operates. 
A systematic canvass of 
the men who manage the principal in­ 
dustrial combinations reveal with but 
one exception a striking unanimity of 
approval of President Roosevelt’s pro­ 
posal. 
The singe exception is th at of 
the Sugar trust which ‘‘did not care 
what the president thought or did."—

ly a novelty in this country and oc­ 
casionally a real match results from 
them, but lor a woman to bind her­ 
self by such a contract as appears 
above and offer to pay for a husbanu 
in that manner is haraly a usual pro- 
ceeuing.

Equitable Mercantile agency of New 
York against Miss Turner wim in­ 
structions to collect thereon. 
'1 ne 
m ercantile agency’s statem ent was ac­ 
companied 
by 
a blank draft so that 
Mr. Sanford could send them the money 
when he collected it and by a bill 
from H. B. Wellman, who, it appears 
from the bill head, does business at 
304 W est Twenty-seventh street, New 
York. 
This bill was dated October 
13, 1902, and bore two items. 
To 
amount rendered was for $4.73 and to 
amount due on note was for $5, a total 
of $9.73. 
In red ink Is written “she 
owes one-half her note on account of 
her failure to give ’ information and 
keep us informed of her address. See 
back of note.” 
The contract printed 
above was attached to the bill. 
Ap­ 
parently Mr. W ellman had turned the 
account over to the mercantile com­ 
pany for collection and it had followed 
out the custom by sending it to a local 
attorney, offering a sm all com m ission 
for the collection. 


No word of information accom panies 
the account to indicate where Miss 
Turner may be found or why the Wen- 
man agency thinks she is In Colorado 
Springs instead of Cromwell, Conn., 
where it appearB she .lived when tae 
contract was igned. 
Mr. Sanfbrd: put 
the 
papers 
in 
his pocketbook and 


forgot about the matter for a lew 
days. 
Then he returned them to the 
agency with the statem ent that he dm 
not care to press the matter. 
He re­ 
ferred the agency to Justice of the 
Peace McClelland with the statem ent 
that perhaps Mr. McClelland might be 
able to help them to some extent and 
the papers readier the. justice a few 
days ago. 


Mr. Sanford stated last evening that 
he knows nothing about the ma^or 
aside from the information which was 
contained in the claim and bill.

It also states 
that she will keep W ellman informed 
as to her residence and address anu 
will promptly reply to all invitations 
but will marry no one introduced by 
Wellman until she has pail all fees 
for his services. 
bne agrees to keep 
W ellman informed as to the names 
and addresses 
of those 
whose ac­ 
quaintance she continues and she prom­ 
ises to furnish all information required 
of her by the agency. 
It is this 
clause of the contract which the red 
ink memo states she h a s failed 
lo 
keep. 
The statem ent gives W ellman 
the right to make any necessary in­ 
quiries for information concerning her, 
she to reimburse him for any expense 
contracted thereby. 


It is agreed that if she fails to do 
so or receives his sen'ices for a year 
and then marries or promises to mar­ 
ry one not introduced by him, Weii- 
man has the option of canceling and 
returning the agreem ent and closing 
all business 
relations with her. she 
to pay one-half of the amount speci­ 
fied in the agreem ent printed aoove 
as “just and lawful compensation for 
his trouble and expense.” 
'inis state­ 
ment is also signed by Dora Turner. 


W hether Dora tired of the matri­ 
monial agency, whether she became in­ 
troduced through it to som e man and 
married him without settling her fees 
or whether she m et someone outside 
tue pale of the agency and wedded, are 
matters of conjecture. 
The papers 
tnrow no further light on the subject 
beyond the fact that Dora owes $9.Vo, 
as claimed, and the agency wants tne 
money.

The lessees are now at work 
and intend pushing developments as

With such active work as this go­ 
ing on in the vicinity of St. Peter’s 
dome, with several prospectors work­ 
ing in Bear Creek canon and work also 
in progress on Bald mountain, there 
is a chance of Colbrado Springs hav­ 
ing a mining camp nearer than Crip­ 
ple Creek. 
The developments upon 
all these properties will be watched 
with the greatest interest.

All were relatives of the 
deceased, the Cell plaintiffs being the 
children of a daughter of Emri Smith, 
while the defendants are also related 
to him, Grace Stoddard being a daugh­ 
ter. 
The mother of the Cell plain­ 
tiffs is dead. 


According to 
the complaint 
^.mri 
Smith deeded his property over to the 
defendants, the deed being a matter of 
record, but it is claimed that at the 
tim e he did so he was insane and in­ 
capable of transacting any business. 
It is also alleged that the defendants 
secured the deed by fraud, pretending 
to Smith that if he did not give them 
the property the other heirs, who are 
now plaintiffs would get it away from 
him.

Sm ith’s mental condition was rather 
faulty.

Important fea- 
tures of tbe report are summarized in 
the Introduction,'as follows: 
"Sir:—I have the honor to submit for 


your consideration tbe annual report of 
this department, with the reports of 
the bureaus, offices, and Institutions 
which are placed under Its supervision.

lands for grazing and other purposes 
referred to hereafter has greatly In- 
creased in some sections of the west 
and grown so flagrant as to cause much 
concern; vigorous measures, however, 
have been pursued regarding these un- 
lawful occupants of the public domain, 
and prompt steps taken looking to the 
institution of civil or criminal proceed- 
ings against them. 
"Timber on the unreserved 
public 
lands cannot now be properly protect- 
ed; existing laws relating thereto, and 
especially the act of June 3, 1S78, known 
as 'the timber and stone act,' if not re- 
pealed or radically amended, will re- 
sult ultimately in the complete destruc- 
tion of the timber on the unappropriated 
and unreserved public lands. The sit- 
uation demands the passage of the 
remedial legislation on this subject 
hereinafter mentioned, 
"Under the act of January 14, 1898 


(25 Stat. L., 642), the Chippewa Indians 
failed to receive the full amount of 
money to which they were entitled from 
the proceeds of the sales of timber on 
their ceded lands in Minnesota, owing to 
improper classlflratlon of 
lands, to 


fictitious values of timber fixed by In- 
competent estimators, and frauds per- 
petrated by the contractors for 
the 
handling of the timber. "Under the act 
Pf June 27, 1D02, enacted by congress 
upon the recommendation of the depart- 
ment, timber will be sold only under 
seated bids, and not at public auction. 
The measurement thereof will hereafter 
be made at the stump, and none is to 
be removed until 
H • has 
been 
cut, 
banked, and scaled 
where cut; the 
quantity, as per scale, to be paid for at 
theTprlce bid per 1,000 feet, Insuring to 
the Indians full value for their prop- 
erty, a result which It was not prac- 
ticable to obtain under the administra- 
tion of the old law. 
"In the Indian service 
regulations 


have been adopted providing for the 
consideration of sealed bids for leases 
of Indian grazing lands, and awards 
made to the highest responsible bidder. 
thereby securing to the Indians M. just 
return for the use of the leased lands. 
TJv»der the old method of permitting the 
tribes to indiscriminately enter Into 
contracts for the use of their lands, 
such a result was not practicable. 
"Agreements have been negotiated 


with the five civilized tribes of Indian 
territory whereby just allotments of 
land can be made to them In severally. 
Provision has been made for the leas- 
ing Pf coal, asphalt, and other minerals 
In the Semlnole, Creek and Cherokee 
nations, respectively, and also for the 
sale of coal and asphalt lands in the 
Choctaw and Chlckasaw nations, re- 
spectively, In such a manner as to 
protect the Interests of ail parties. A 
definite time has been fixed for 
the 
closing of tbe citizenship rolls' of the 
several Indian tribes, as a result of 
which, Jn ajl probability, it wljl be prac- 
ticable for the five civilized tribes com- 
mission to finally close its work in the 
territory wjthln the next two years. 


"Detailed statements regarding 
the 
matters above mentioned will be found 
under appropriate headings in this re- 
port. 
"Jt affords me pleasure to acknowledge 
the valuable assistance cheerfully ren- 
dered by the assistant secretaries, the 
assistant attorney<-generaj, the heads of 
bureaus, the chief clerk of the depart- 
ment, and the chiefs of division of the 
secretary's office in the disposition of 
the public business. 


Relative to the unlawful fencing of 
public lands, the report says; 
.' "The avowed policy of the- govern- 
iment to preserve the public domain for 
homes for actual settlers bos no more 
implacable and relentless foe than the 
class that seek to ocnjpy the public 
lands for grazing- purposes, by main- 
taining unlawful fences thereon. 


"The fight between this class and the 


government has been going on for years 
and resulted, 17 years ago, in the pas- 
sage of the act of February 26, 1885, 
(2J Stat. L., 321), which provides for 
the Institution of civil proceedings for 
the removal of such fences and crim- 
inal prosecution of the trespassers, and 
authorizes the president, if necessary, to 
call out the civil and military authori- 
ties to remove such unlawful inclosures; 
but notwithstanding the passage of said 
act and the efforts of this department 
to enforce It the abuse has continued, 
and the 
beneflclarjes 
thereof 
have 
grown so bold und arrogant that they 
practically defy the efforts of the de- 
partment and the government to exe- 
pute tbe lav, 


"There |s now pending before con- 
gress a bill entitled, "A b»l to pro- 
vide for the leasing, for grazing pur- 
poses, of the vacant public domain, and 
reserving al! rights of homestead and 
•mineral entry, the rentals to be a spe- 
cial fund for Irrigation." 
"Aicopy of said bill, together with 


the very excellent report of the com- 
missioner 
of the general land , office 
adverse .to Its passage, and my letter 
transmitting said report, with my ap- 
proval thereof, to the public lands com- 
mittee of the senate, will be found be- 
ginning at page 167 of the appendix 
to this report, marked, respectively 
Exhibits A, B and C. 
. "Should that bill become a law, the 
public domain in the 16 states and ter- 
ritories mentioned therein, aggregating 
an area of 525,000,000 acres, practically 
all of the vacant public domain west of 
the Mississippi, would be subject to 
lease at two cents per acre for 10 years, 
with a privilege of renewal for 10 years 
more. During the last fiscal year there 
were made within that area 53,654 origi- 
nal homestead entries and 27,904 final 
homestead entries, embracing over 12,- 
000,000 acres and affecting 85,658 per- 
sons; and during the present fiscal year 
indications are that more entries will 
be made, aftTectfng more people, and em. 
bracing a greater acreage. U is need- 
less to say that such a bill, if enacted 
into law, would place the last acre ot 
desirable public land out of the reach 
of the homeseeker and defeat the pur- 
pose of the government to preserve the 
public domain for homes for actual set. 
tiers, 


"It would ulso defeat the operations of 


the reclamation act approved June 17 
last, and make possible the formation 
of B. land monopoly never contemplated 
by the public land system, but which, 
on the contrary, it is one of the pur- 
poses of that system to prevent. 


"For liumerous other 
objectionable 
features, reference IB had to the copy 
ot the bill In the appendix, and to Its 
discussion by tho commissioner of the 
general land office In his report. 


"During the past year tho localities 


In which the largest number of cases 
of unlawful fencing have been found 
were the state of Nebraska und the ter- 
ritory of New Mexico. 


"In Nebraska It Is alleged that a large 
part of the public domain Is under 
fence In some manner nr other and 
that the homestead law is practically a 
dead letter. What Is known as "hobo 
fllingr," the making of entries by tramps 
and other irresponsible persons in the 
Interest of those desiring 
to obtain 


large quantities 
of public lands for 
grazing purposes, so It is averred is 
there resorted to.

"The department is using every ef- 
fort, with the limited force at Its com- 
mand, to break up this practice, have 
the fences removed and .the land ille- 
gally Inclosed thrown open to occupa- ' 
tlon by actual settlers, and tho tres- 
passers brought to justice.

April 1, 1902, would prevent the execu- 
tion by the company of contracts to de- 
liver large quantities of stock on June 
1, iu that removal of the fences would 
cause an Intermingling of the herds and 
great financial loss, the president au- 
thorized an extension of time for the 
removal of said fences to July 1. W02. 
The understanding was that the fences 
would be removed at that date. They 
were not removed then, and said com- 
pany manifests no disposition to re- 
move them. In fact, its attitude Is one 
of defiance and of utter contempt for 
the law of February 25, 1888, and of 
either the disposition or the ability of 
the government to enforce It. 
"The company assumes an exemption 


from criminal prosecution, and hopes 
that by continuances, appeals, and 
other delays incident to civil proceed- 
ings It can indefinitely prolong the ad- 
judication of any action that may be 
brought against it to remove H0 fences, 
and also indefinitely continue its unlaw- 
ful occupation ot the public lands. 


"The matter is now In the hands of 
the proper officers with * view to the 
Institution of proceedings 
under the 


act of February 25, 1886, to cause the 
removal of said fences and punish the 
trespassers. 


"Pressure of all sorts has 
been 
brought to bear on this department to 
cause a cessation of the vigorous poli- 
cy it has pursued against these unlaw- 
ful occupants of the public domain. It 
has been frequently .alleged by them 
that the department has been making 
war upon the cattle industry of the 
west, and they have written letters to 
different breeders of cattle In the east- 
ern and middle western states, and pre- 
sented to them the argument that their 
occupation would suffer If the zeal of 
the government were not abated; and 
these breeders in the eastern and mid- 
dle western states have, In some in 
stances, written to their senators and 
representatives In congress, who have 
In turn written to this department. 
Copy of a letter written by a citizen 
of one of the middle western states to 
his representative to this department, 
with my reply thereto, will be found 
beginning at page 175 of the appendix 
to this report, marked, 
respectively, 
Exhibits D, E and F. 


"In such correspondence, as In every 


other effort by those who seek to pre- 
vent the removal of such 
unlawful 


fences, It is sought to evade and ob- 
scure the only question at issue. It is 
the duty of this department to enforce 
the laws relative to the public domain. 
One of these laws, which "forbids and 
prohibits" the unlawful occupancy or 
fencing of tbe public domain, is being 
continuously and persistently violated. 
Under such circumstances a. conscien- 
tious executive o/Hcer with a proper 
conception of the nature of his oath can 
pursue but one course, As stated by the 
United States supreme court in the case 
of Canfleld vs. United States, (176 U. 
S,, 524): 
" 'It (the government) would bo rec- 
reant to its duties as trustee for the 
people of the United States to permit 
any individual or private corporation 
to monopolize them (the public lands) 
for private gain and thereby practically 
drive intending settlers from the mar- 
ket. It needs no argument to show that 
the building of fences upon the public 
lands with intent to inclose them for 
private use would bo a mere trespass 
and that such fences might be abated 
by the officers of the government or by 
the ordinary.processes of courts of jus- 
tice.' 


''The parentheses are mine. 
"During the last year there were re- 


ported to the general land office 153 
cases of unlawful fencing of public 
lands, embracing 3,952,844 acres 
In 


one case one rnan was shown to have 
under fence over 60,000 acres of land 
that aro subject to disposition under the 
public land laws, but which he with- 
holds from such disposition in defiance 
of the law he Is openly and notoriously 
violating, and. of the rlghtu of those who 
are entitled fo the benefits and protec- 
tion of the public land system. There 
were also reported as having been re- 
moved during the year, in compliance 
with notice requiring such action, nine 
Inclosures, embracing an area of 24,664 
acres; 144 cases were reported as in 
process of removal or were laid before 
the United States attornejs of the vari- 
ous state:! and territories i'or action un- 
der act of February 25, 1885, (23 Stat 
L.. 321), embracing 3,928,28J acres. 


An Important section of the report 


deals with timber on unreserved hinds. 
The secretary says: 


"For several years this department 


has been urging the enactment of leg- 
islation to regulate the sale and use of 
timber on the unappropriated and un- 
reserved public lands. The experience 
of this deportment hus been that the act 
of June 3, 1878, which authorizes res- 
idents of certain states and territories 
therein named to cut and remove for 
building, agricultural, mining and other 
domestic purposes any timber growing 
on mineral lands under rules and regu- 
lations prescribed by the secretary ot 
the interior and the act of March 3, 1801 
(28 Stat L., 1093), ae extended by the 
acts of February 13, 18D3 (37 Stat L 
444), nnd March 3. 1901 (31 Stat' L" 
1436), authorizing the residents of the 
states and territories therein named to 
take timber from non-mineral public

RECONSTRUCTION OF THE 
GORE TRAGED1T IN PARIS 


By Associated Press. 
Paris. Nov. 24.—The Gore tragedy was 


presented In a dramatic aspect today when 
the French officials took De Rydzewskl 
to the scene of the occurrence and com- 
pelled him to re-enact every detail of the 
affair, this being done under the prac- 
tice of the French law which requires 
the reconstruction of the tragedy In the 
presence of officials under exactly the 
same conditions as It was originally enact- 
ed.The chamber was arranged as on the 
night of the fatality and the same weapon 
was placed' In De Rydzewski's hand-tP 
act out his version. As far as-known the 
prisoner went through the ordeal without 
wavering from his first story of the ac- 
cidental fall of tho revolver. 
De Rydzewskl re-enacted the final scene, 


giving complete details as to the .po- 
sitions of Mrs.'Gore and himself. He said 
that he was lying on the bed, fully dress- 
ed,' while Mrs. Gore was seatecL at tho 
foot of-the bed her'feet hanging down on 
the side nearest'the • well and her head 
thrown backward on the feather quilt 
which hod been rolled to form a cush- 
ion. 
Wishing to take something from the

ompany. Both men were ordered to 
ppear in police court at 5 o'clock yes- 
erday afternoon, and at that time the 
ase was continued until Friday after- 
oon at 3 o'clock. 
Some weeks ago the police made an 
nspectlon of the drug stores to find 
ut whether any were violating the law 
vhich forbids 
them keeping liquor 
vlthin u distance of 10 feet of their' 
ountains. It was claimed that such 
lolatlon was found at both the Ward 
nd the Robinson drug stores. The ex- 
planation offered for the failure to 
lake arrests at that time is that City 
ttorney Sheafor and Chief of Police 
Sing both were out of the city, and 
hat since then they have not had time 
0 take the matter up. 
"We maintain that the law providing 
hat druggists shall not keep the liquor 
vithin 10 feet of their fountains is not 
onstitutlonal 
for several 
reasons," 
aid Attorney W. D. A' Lombard, who 
a one of the legal representatives for 
Mr. Ward, last evening. "We claim that 
f they are allowe:! to keep the liquor 
n their stores at all the city cannot 
>resurne to say where it shall be kept 
T at what distance from the foun- 
alns." 
City Attorney Sheafor 
stated

vening that he believed the ordinance 
will hold good. He said that this is the 
irst time the point has been raised, but 
ic thought the law is constitutional. 
The legality of the druggists selling 
Iquor at ail does not enter Into the 
:ase, but simply their keeping it with- 
n 10 feet of their fountains. 
"If the drug store proprietors cannot 
obey the law, I arri In favor of revoking 
heir 
licenses altogether," 
declared 
Mayor Robinson' last evening, ."I favor 
he dispensary system where the sale of 
iquor would be under- control of the 
city. It appears that the "illegal sale 
of liquor cannot be stopped without 
creating a ipubjic:sentiment.against it, 
and I have recommended to the mlnls- 
:ers to form an organization to create 
:hls sentiment."

Washington; Nov. 18.— While the No- 


vember elections were riot as favorable 
to the Republican leaders as they could 
have desired, tKe" fact that the party, 
in an off. 'year, won substantial •vic- 
tories almost along- the whole line, con- 
vinces them that only some appalling 
series of blunders can lead to a politi- 
cal revolution In 1901 which 
would 


change the entire political character ot 
the government. The feeling is general 
that, In this respect,, no danger Is to 
be apprehended from the legislative 
branch of the government. In both the 
house of representatives and In the 
senate there Is a levelheadedness of 
(•onservattv.e 'common sense which can 
he depended upon under all circum- 
stances, In- all emergencies, In all situ- 
ations. Criticise both bodies as we may, 
abuse, them, -point out their deficiencies, 
their sins of omission and commission, 
the truth, must be admitted that the 
congress] 'of Vthe- United Spates Is the 
very.'. aWest..', legislative body in the 
world, that: it has satisfactorily dealt 
with We- .very- greatest problems of 
government sitter,' Kept < the eighty mil-

What'lB to-be the-pollcy of the ?xepu- 


This *4i*the;;-^rffm6uni'-'huest|bn 
of the ;,ljp,u£''. the* question 'upon which 
the wieest'i leaders In • the Republican 
party ate; graveljr" deliberating, but on 
which .they.- ..maintain a silence that 
cannot be. broken until the time comes 
to break 'It. \One':of the very greatest of 
the early statesmen of the. republic sa,jd 
that in -time of war the people look to 
the executive, but in time of peace to 
the legislative branch of the govern- 


ment. Mr. Roosevelt, apparently, wants 
to reverse this maxim of governmental 
administration, and that In peace as 
well as In war, the American executive 
must be It. Andrew Jackson, with his 
my policy," had the same idea. That 
misguided "strenuous" accidental pres- 
ident started out to run the whole ma- 
chine of government, to over-ride con- 
.gress, but one fine morning he ran up 
against portentous articles of impeach- 
ment, and, on trial, came within one 
vote of being pitched out of the White 
house. And he, too, had "swung arounfl 
the circle," and been acclaimed by 
thousands and tens of thousands as a 
popular hero. The Republican party 
and its vice presidents do not seem to 
have the knack of dwelling together in 
harmony. 


It may be confidently asserted that 
there will be no tariff legislation during 
the coming session. Influential mem- 
bers of both houses who are here, and 
others who have expressed their views 
on the subject In lette'rs to their friends, 
are almost all against it. The president 
Is, of course, expected to make it one 
of the topics In the message, but con- 
gress has an effective, way of smother- 
ing presidential suggestions when they 
do not happen to suit the vieVs of the 
leading members of the 'majority: who 
control the machinery of legislation. It. 
consists in a simple reference of the 
executive : recommendation • to the ap- 
propriate committee; • where- it .is .al- 
lowed'to slumber In what Mr. Cleveland 
would call "Innocuous desuetude." It Is 
true the president Is In a position to 
force the fighting by calling an extra 
session of congress, but as the Inevitable 
result of such *a; movement on his part 
would be to plunge the business of the 


country into confusion and perhaps lead 
to a curtailment of production, throw- 
Ing an army of men Out of employment, 
It is not believed that he will assume "so 
enormous a responsibility. 


It Is not Improbable, however, that a 
bill or resolution will be passed, author, 
izlng the president to appoint a com- 
mission to consider the whole question 
and to report to the next congress which 
will convene .in'.December, • 1903. That 
plan, it is thought, would placate those 
who are clamoring to'have all trust- 
made goods on the free list, and, at the 
same time be acceptable to tlje manu- 
facturers who would thereby gain time 
for the erection of their lines of defense. 
Possibly, however, the Republican lead- 
ers will not consent to the calling in of 
outside assistance In the settlement of 
the question, but will appoint a com- 
mittee of their own number, to"sit dur- 
ing the coming summer, make a tour of 
the country and get material for half 
a, dozen volumes of expert 
opinion, 


which will leadxto weeks and months of 
debate, until the country forgets all 
about it In the heat and turmoil of the 
next presidential election. 


David B. Hill's failure to elect his 
candidate In the Empire state Is a 
keen disappointment to his political 
friends from , different sections 
who 
have turned, up here since election, and, 
on the'dther-fliand,1 a "cailse -'of Intense 
satisfaction to his enemies, who declare 
that it puts him clean.out of. the race 
for the presidential nomination In 1904. 
Hill gets no credit 'Whatever for :the 
immense Democratic vpte • m Greater 
New York, and-it is not unjust to mm' 
that it should >be so, for he had "next 
to nothing to dp with it. The Tammany? 
leaders ran*their campaign without con., 
suiting him; except in a perfunctory 
way, and Coler had the sagacity, to re- 
pudiate the socialistic plank 
In the. 
platform which'Hill allowed to be in- 
serted in it, and subsequently had the 
audacity to defend in a carefully pre- 
pared speech.

To those visiting the president dur- 


ing the coming session of congress, the 
Roosevelt children will not be so much 
In evidence as they have been In the 
past. Last winter thev had I'the run" 
of the public part' of the White house 
and turned the reception rooms into a 
regular playground, much to the dis- 
gust of many grave and dignified mem- 
bers of congress who did not hesitate 
to say privately that they should have 
been locked up In-the nursery. To put 
It mildly, the young ones made them- 
selves a good .deal of a nuisance by 
their pertness and "strenuous" effusive- 
ness. The-new executive office is, it is 
understood, a reservation upon which 
they may not'enter, and the order of 
exclusion Is a sore grievance with these 
genuine chips of the old block. 


Thirty years ago, Washington, as a 
city, was a "mudhole," with four or five 
magnificent buildings like the capital, 
the patent office, the general post office, 
the Smithsonian Institution and one or 
two other edifices. The street spaces 
between them were little better than 
the crude highways of a modern mining 
camp. .An agitation for the. removal of 
the seat of government to one of the 
several different western cities had won 
formidable strength In congress and in 
the newspaper press.«' It was almost 
successful when Alexander Jl. Sheparfl, 
a;Washington born, came to the defense 
Qf the city, of !>ls nativity. ,He was a 
Republican and JJ. F -Gr^nt was presl- 
ident. The movement .to'tilot from the 
map the city on the Potomac, founded 
,by Washington, 4'd iio.t commend itself 
,to the; conqueror of'the rebellion, and all 
'the Influence of the administration was 
thrown behind Shepherd, who resolutely 
opposed the removal scheme; Change of 
local government, followed, in ft Shep- 
herd became supreme. He spent mil- 
lions of dollars in:'municipal Improve- 
mebtSi; and .was •aenounfee'd as a cor- 
ruptlonlst by'those whom, he had bene- 
fited.

PARIS LETTER 


Paris, France, Nov. 1.—It may interest 


you Americans to know that the historic 
homo of Mme. de Sevigne. the Chateau 
of Grignan, is to be purchased by Count 
Boni de Castellane, which, of course, 
means with the good fortune .of Mme. la 
Comtesse, who was Miss Anna Gould of 
New York. It is salt! to liavo belonged 
to his ancestors, by which he .must mean 
of a collective branch. He -will never 
make' it what It appeared to Mmo. de 
Sevigne. Nor need ho hope to'catch any 
of his talent by haunting the terraces 
from'which she gazed across tho plain 
of the Drome at the distant Alps. 
I visited some years ago the Chateau 
de Grignan. More than three-fourths of 
the original pile were in ruins.. The -un- 
glazed, windows admitted feely all the 
winds that sweep over <the' department 
of the Drome, where they had the mistral 
the' icy winds from tho Alps, the keen 
blasts-from the Ardcche mountains, and 
the tail-end of tho African sirocco that 
blows over the Mediterranean and for 
some distance up the* Rhone. Remains 
of architectural sculptures lie In the long 
grass. Italian artists probably executed 
them. Their facility Is apparent in the 
allegorical figures. Pillars of different 
orders also lie about. Some of .the ter- 
races, from which there are noble views, 
are no longer good for promenading,- aa 
In Mme. de Sevlgne's time, owing to the 
heaps of rubbish. 
i pity the future purchaser of Grignan 


If bo or she Intends to restore it to the 
state In which Mme. de Sevigne In her 
visits to.her daughter saw it. The site 
is fine, a rock like that of the Acropolis 
overlooking a wide plain, bounded.by the 
mountains of Dauphlny and the towering 
Mount Ventoux. But It is a mistral-swept 
site also, and has no sort of shelter from- 
the fierce sunshine of the valley of the 
Rhone, which at the place where Glngnan 
stands has the same climate as that of 
Burgos, and Is just as bleak. The eye 
of the provencal finds beauties in the plain 
thait escape the northern stranger, who 
does not at once appreciate the rugged, 
scented, parched country which .Mme. de 
Sevigne described so well In a single trait 
In calling it "uno gueuse parfumce.' 


Need I say that we owe:tlie immortal 
letters of Mme. do Sevigne to the daugh- 
ter she Idolized having married Comte 
de Grignan, Lieutenant general of the 
king in Languedoc, and later of Prpvence, 
who, 
on being appointed to the former 
post, went to live In the ancestral resi- 
dence on the wind-swept rocky-eminence? 
The distance of Grignan from Paris In 
1670 rendered it Impossible for Mme de 
Sevlgne to go often to see .her daughters. 
They did riot live on amiable'terms to- 
gether, the children not responding to 
the adoring love of the mother. But ab- 
sootbed the mother's ,heartwounds, 
ihe endeavored-In tianduc to the.

news letters filled with town and court 
gossip to bring her round to a warmer 
state of feeling. The mother, highly edu- 
cated, had a rich Burgundlan nature. 
The daughter took after her -father, a 
Breton of a .-rather poor character, who 
seems to have beeen insensible to the 
bright qualities of his wife, and neglect- 
ed her to court Ninon de 1'Enclos.

She died there of smallpox, at the age of 
seventy-two. Her daughter, whose fata 
It was to .perish some years later of the 
same disease, fled from her, leaving her 
to tho care, of Mile, de Marclllac, a niece 
of La ' Rochefoucauld, author of "Les 
Maximes." .j 'Fortunately, this voluntary 
sick-nurse was devoted to tho dear, warm- 
hearted and highly-gifted old lady. M. 
de Grignan-stayed in tho chateau. We 
know from him how Mme. de Sevigne 
ended her life. 
"This read woman, f-o 
tender and so weak towards every one 
she loved, found strength and1 courage 
when ^he thought she had only herself 
to think of." .The son-in-law,burled her 
In -the parish church of St. Sauveur. at 
the foot pf th'e castle hill. The revolu- 
tionists broke »pen her tomb In 1793, and 
the mason, requisitioned to break Into the 
vault 
carried off all 
the 
unspoiled 
breadths of the rich brocaded robe In 
which her corpse had been dressed, and 
a lock of her hair. The town notary took 
for his spoil one of the ribs of the skele- 
ton. No leaden coffin sheathed the re- 
mains. Thirty-two years ago a society of 
historical research had the tomb examined 
and found dne-half of tho skull nicely 
sawn, as If by a surgeon. On the death 
of the most; accomplished letter-writer of 
any tijne hen .son-in-law had this opera- 
tion .performed' In order to send the other 
half, with the part of brain It contained 
to be studle'd by some friends interested 
In phrenology. 


I have'been taken through Zola's 
town house.'. He seems to have had a 
presentiment that he would be killed 
in his bed at night. To secure himself 
against murderous burglars he had 
forged iron, grating of a beautiful de- 


sign placed across his bedroom in or- 
der to isolate the part In which he 
slept from the rest of the apartment. 
The structure of the bed rendered It Im- 
possible for any one to hide under It. 
Zola himself kept the key of the wicket 
In the grating, fearing that If he left 
It about a duplicate might be made. 
The bed Is ponderous, grandiose, and 
wholly out of proportion and harmony 
with the somewhat meager architec- 
ture of the house. It must have been 
made long. S.KO for some Italian "mag- 
nlflco" palace, and is misplaced in a 
building: constructed 
by 
a 
stingy 
"bourgeois." But Zola had no sense of 
harmony and proportion. He felt what 
was handsome in Isolated objects and 
reveled in their beauty. The fire-place 
which sent out his stealthy murderer 
Is low—very low—and narrow, but sur- 
mounted by u, mantel of the richest 
marble. One sees In It the work of the 
facile Italian enisle that plays 
with 
technical difficulties. The columns sup- 
porting it had been tall, but Zola caused 
them to be shortened to fit hla ugly lit- 
tle fire-place. Imagine a giant with, 
his nether limbs cut off a little above 
the knee, "and your fancy will present 
you a point of comparison with this 
superb mantleplece. An Italian holy- 
water font and a Madonna and Child 
are among the bric-a-brac of this muse- 
um bedroom, which Is one to frighten 
sleep away. But, though extremelysu- 
perstltloua in an Italian way,-Zoja had 
no Catholic feeling1, and felt no venera- 
tion for the numerous virgins In marble, 
faience, wood, or in pictures that 
adorned his house. He possessed one 
attributed to Botticelli. The whole col- 
lection was Italian. 


Ambassador White's Public Service. 
In the retirement of Hon. Andrew D. 


"White as ambassador' to Germany, 
American diplomacy loses one of Its 
strongest representatives. 
Mr. White 
combines scholarship, patriotism and 
devotion to public service in an un- 
ual degree. He not merely represented 
In Germany the best of American char- 


acter, and conspicuously guarded all 
American Interests, but he exercised a 
positive influence over the 
German 


court. He was the real soul of The 
Hague peace conference. 


Hon. Frederick W. Holls, secretary 


of the American delegation to the peaca 
conference, says that'the-fact that the 
peace conference at The Hague did not 
result in a Masco was due entirely to 
the energy and Influence of-Ambassador 
White, whom he designates 
as tho 
"greatest living diplomat."' He says 
that when the conference' met It was 
practically a foregone conclusion that 
It shpuld bo only a courtesy meeting: 
that the chief concern was to save -it 
from being ridiculous. But Mr. White 
Inspired the American delegation with 
the idea that it must be taken serious- 
ly; that the Idea of arbitration and 
certain other features must .be prepared 
and presented with seriousness and 
force by the American representatives: 
and through his influence 
that was 


done. It became observable, within the 
first few days, that a change was com- 
ing over the assembled delegates, the 
veering of being towards the American 
view, and ultimately the'position taken 
by the American representatives be- 
came the accepted position of the 
others. Whatever there was of useful- 
ness in that conference, and in the ar- 
bitration commission resulting from "it," 
Mr. Holls Insists, Is due to, the wisdom, 
tact, Influence and earnestness of Am- 
bassador White.—(From Gunton's Mag- 
azine for October.;,:;,o..

rates for Colorado tourists would not bo in force 


ext summer. The northern transcontinental lines, it is 
aid, were opposed to the prominence gained by Colorado 
usinoss, and their influence would be sufficient to .block 


the favorable efforts of the Rock Island, Burlington and 
ther Colorado lines. We remember to have heard talk 
f this kind before and occasionally President Sebastian 
r some other of our good friends have been forced to 
take independent action, which has been very promptly 


nd willingly followed by the other roads, so that there 
as been no serious alarm in Colorado tourist circles 
ver the prospects for next year. 


But this year matters'will not go even to that ex- 


remity, for at the quarterly meeting of the Transconti- 
ental Passenger association at St. Louis a few days ago, 
Christian Endeavor rate of f 15 was fixed for the round 
rip from Missouri river points, $21 from St. Louis ap.d 
25 from Chicago. This action insures low summer rates 
or general tourist business and in all probability insures 


larger number of visitors next summer than the state 


ms ever before received. 


The tourist business in Colorado has now reached a 


tage where a large number of summer visitors may be 
onfidently expected each year, and where it would 'jo 
good judgment to make more systematic arrangements 
or their entertainment than have ever been undertaken 
n this state. Colorado has much to learn concerning the 
proper care of its summer guests, and is only beginning 
o realize the importance of this business. But we arc 
confident that this knowledge and experience will come 
rapidly, and that in the near future it will bo said of 
Colorado, not only that it is unsurpassed in natural at- 
.ractlons and advantages as a national summer resort 
and playground, but also that nowhere else in ail tho 
world are visitors so comfortably, so hospitably and so 
reasonably received and entertained as they are In this 
state. 


RAILROAD BUILDING IN COLORADO. 


I 


T IS ALREADY evident that Colorado is on the eve of a new'era in railroad 


building, and the projects that have been inaugurated or announced prom- 
ise some very important results in the development of the state. 
The most Important of these projects is undoubtedly the Moffa't line from 


Denver westward through Routt county, which will open up an entirely new 
region of great natural wealth and one that is capable of sustaining a largo 
population. 


The Rio Grande company has in view several important extensions, among 


which may be noted the one through the valley of the North Fork of the Gunr 
nison. which has already been completed as far as the town of Hotahklss. 


The Rock Island is known to be planning important extensions in eastern 


and southeastern Colorado for the purpose of reaching the coal fields already 
owned by it for the benefit of its main lines. 


In the near future there will undoubtedly be built a trunk line from some 


point in southwest Colorado aouthwestward into Arizona, either connecting 
with lines already built or extending independently to the Pacific coast. 


Only those familiar with local conditions and resources realize what 


abundant support is available for these lines and for others that may be built. 
The natural resources of Colorado are very far from being blocked out or 
known and at the present time there is no state that offers better opportunities, 
either for short, independent railway lines, or for branches- of trunk lines 
already built. 


And the construction of the lines that have been mentioned and of others 


will undoubtedly result in the materialization of other enterprises of many 
kinds that, will be of great importance to the state. 
Mines that are now Idle 


because of lack of cheap transportation will be started into activity, cattle 
ranges will be turned into productive farms and orchards, factories wil^ 
established, towns will grow into cities and villages into tpwns, and villages 
will arise where houses are now unknown, and natural products of the earth 
that are now allowed to remain undisturbed and useless will become the raw 
materials for profitable enterprise. 


The investment of new capital in Colorado railroads is of immense impor 


tance to the state and to all parts of it, and the beneficlent effect of the millions 
that are now being used for grading and tracks and equipment will very soon 
be felt to the advantage not only of the newer sections of the state that are 
thus opened to immigrants and investors and workers, but to the older cen- 
ters of population as well.

Every new mile of railroad in'Colprado adds to the value of real estate In 


Colorado Springs and Denver and Pueblo and all the other towns and cities 
that have anything more than a purely Jo'cal'trade and influence. ' 


Colorado Springs in particular has been growing rapidly and has enjoyed 


great prosperity when all the rest of the state has been du]l. 
This city cer 


tainly ought to be able to do even better when the rest of the state seems as 
sured of a prpsperity greater than it has ever before enjpyed, 


A GOVERNMENT THEATER.

Tho suggestion was mad? by some one between twp ind three dacadP» 


ago that, following in the footsteps of France and. $lher JfyUnpgu countries 
the United States, for the encouragement of dramatic art, should llberaiiv 
endow a national theater. 
This brilliant. conception^ was unfolded in On0 of 


the New York journals which enthusiastically cpmi»epaed the Idea, and then 
in accordance with the newspaper precedents o€ that city,-tutned its inter 
viewers loose upon alt who were willing to talk on the subject 
The result 


was the production of pages and pages of hearty approval from scores of 
amusement managers, leading actors and actresses, -writers of successful' "1 
plays and a legion of others in the same line whose genius had not yet been 
discovered by the world and was swatting only the fostering hand of « 
paternal government to .obtain fpr it universal recognition. 
Then came an 


end of the exploitation and the chilling silence and Indifference that are the 
usual fate of freak and sensational performances of this character 
In a ftm- 


years, however, there .came a resurrection of the suggestion, followed by 
another period of interment and oblivion. 
But permanent sepulture was out 


of the question. 
During the better part of more than two-thirds of a gen- 


eration it finds spasmodic type-reincarnation in sorne vehicle of public opinion 
and the probabilities are that so will it turn on through the revolving years 
of all the future. 
This month,, for instance, it finds rehabilitation between 


the covers of a popular magazine. 
. 


The endowment of a national theater is not within the constitutional 


power of the general government, and could not possibly .become so without 
an amendment to the fundamental jaw of the republic. 
From the days of 


Washington down there has been an almost continuous effort to secure tho 
establishment of a national university in the District of Columbia. 
The first 


president was so convinced of the importance and necessity, of it in his day 
that in bis will be begueathed a part of his estate as the nucleus of a fund for 
its endowment. 
In their messages to congress many of his successors have 


earnestly advocated the project; educational bodies almost -without number 
have commended the idea; committees of the national legislature have made 
favorable reports with respect to ft, but notwithstanding all this pracial and 
outside pppular support the insuperable pbstacje has never, been overcome, nov 
is it ever likely to be for the necessity for such an institution no longer exists. 
A precedent for the establishment was sought to be found in the fact that the 
government founded and maintains two great institutipns of Jearuihg, one at 
West Ppint and one at Annapolis, but constitutional writers and lawyers were 
swift to point out that It was no pr.epedent at alj, for. these establishments 
rested on the clause pf the Constitution which imposed pn'jthe legislative branch 
of the government the duty of providing "for the public defense." 
That, of 


course, was impossible without properly trained and educated officers for both 
the army and navy. 
The preparation pi- young laen for civil life was entirely 
a different prpppsltipn sp far as the federal authority was concerned. 


But, supposing that {.he endpwment o.t'a theater on the European plan was 


within the constitutional authority of congfess, and that it had the disposition 
to exercise it, what sound reason/is there for the rejection of New York as 
the beneficiary of its beneyojence? 
Except in mere point of pppulatlon what 


claims does it possess putweighmg thpse of half a dozen other cities all over 
the continent? 
Why not erect the proposed temple of the drama In Chicago, 


or Philadelphia? 
Why should St. Louis and Cincinnati, San Francisco, Baltl- 


more. New Qrleans and PJttsburg he set aside In favor p.t that most unaraer- 
lean of all American cities on the banks of the Hudson and the shores of 
Long Island sound?' 
An<J, then, there is the Capital city itself^-one of the 


"most beautiful on th<? continent--Washington, 
There, Jf anywhere, is th« 


place for an endpwed theater, where every senate? and representative, the 
president and all his cabinet, could have free admission from one end of me 
season to the'other.' 
-The trouble with a free endowed theater .in Washington, 


however, would he that it mtgbt seriously interfere with the operation of the 
lawmaking machinery ot the government. 
•• What congressman would care to 


attend solemn sessions and listen to sleep-producing speeches with a pass in 
his pocket to a matinee. But persiflage aside, the idea pf a nationally * 
theater Is one of the wildest chimeras. 
. .,

6f the Smuggler-Union mine at Telluride is a crime 
that deserves the attention of the eptire state. 


Governor Orman has very properly offered a reward 


of 51,000 for the arrest and cpnviction of the murderer, 
and this will be increased by the county of San Miguel, 
the city of Telluride, the mining company, and probably 
by private subscriptions. 


No effort or expense should be spared to hunt down 


and punish the authors, of tb)s most atrocious murder, 
and their accessories or principals, if any such there be. 


In the meantime the mine remains closed as a tribute 


of respect to ;the dead manager, and some QQO raeft a,re, 
out of employment. The cessation of work will undoubt- 
edly serve to impress-that city and; the state with the 
magnitude of the crime arid it may'teiid toward a more 
earnest effort for the detection of the:Wiminal. But the 
Gazette trusts that work may be resigned within a rea- 
sonable time, aM.Ahat there will :be np-attempt to punish 
the Innocent along with the guilty. 


It is impossible that American workmen in Colorado 


should have, either as individuals or aa an organization, any 
sympathy with such a crime as. this, and we feel certain 
that there will be no more active agents engaged in the 
detection of the murderers than those employes of the 
mining cpmpany who, hpwever much they may havq 
striven earnestly to promote their own interests and to 
defend what they believed to be their rights, do not ap- 
prove of murder or recognise it as justifiable for revenge 
or as a method of promoting their objects. 
!,. The assassination of Manager Collins, grave enough 
as an Isolated case, becomes more so in connection with 
thq series of crimes, known and suspected, of -which Tel- 
lurldo and its vicinity has been the scene. The myster- 
ious disappearance of Wesley $, Smith, for whose body 
a reward of $6,000 is now offered, and other crimes and 
threats against persons and property, have a connection 
with this recent murder that cannot be ignored, and 
that should stir all classes to the determination to break 
up a gang of criminals that has been taking advantage 
of the carelessness of officials and the Indifference of 
citizens. 


THE SPEAKERSHIP CONTEST. 


In hiring someone to violate the laws it is-more than 


usually important that tho employe shall be competent 
for the work. The Democratic campaign managers in 
Arapahoe county are beginning to realize this. The judge 
and clerks of election in some of the precincts do not 
appear to have had sense enough "to pound sand," and 
as the Republicans are threatening prosecution against 
all convicted of fraud there is no visible way of repairing 
the blunders that have been made. The returns will have to 
be made this week anyhow, and it is beginning to look 
as though some of the frauds would be righted without 
an appeal to the state legislature or to the United States 
congress.

T IS SIGNIFICANT of the immense power residing in 


the speaker of the hpuse of representatives, that 
a full year before the meeting of the next congress, 


the members of which nave just been elected, a vigor- 
ous contest should have been made and ended for the 
selection of its presiding officer. 


The present speaker, Mr. .Henderson of. Iowa, as 


will be remembered, refused to be a candidate for re- 
election .on account of dissatisfaction with the Iowa 
state platform, and it therefore became necessary to 
choose his successor. 


Instead of waiting until the congress should come 


together an active canvass was ruado of tho members- 
elect with tho result that the election of Mr, Cannon 
of Illinois now seems practically assured. 


Thei^ are evidently some very strong advantages In 


favor of getting tho thing settled thus far in advance. 
The committees and the chairmanships can be arranged 
with much more care and other preparations can be 
made that will save much valuable time when the con- 
gress begins its session. 


The present system, in which so much power is 


given to an officer of the house, and so little, compara- 
tively, to individual members has been greatly criticised, 
but it is difficult to see how- the -work of national legis- 
lation can be accomplished effectively in any other way. 


Our country is a very large one, and Its business Is 


immense. 
A large house of representatives is a ne- 


cessity in order that all sections and interests may be 
properly looked after. Tho legislative business of eighty 
million people, living in .46 states and seven territories, 
cannot be transacted by a house of 386 members, without 
some concentration of power in Individual bands. The 
present system is the outgrowth of many years' exper- 
ience, and those who object to it should be careful that 
they have something better to take its place, before they 
begin to make changes.

F AN EJCPERT -watchmaker were to examine the comr 


plicated machinery of modern business and industry 
for the purpose of determining the cause of the fre- 


quent stoppages and irregularities, it is probable that his 
verdict would be that there was something wrong with 
the escapement, end that he would recommend the estab- 
lishment of some method of regulating these activities 
slnjllar to -the hair spring of a watch or the pendulum of 
a clock. 


To some extent it is already a matter of common 


knowledge that permanent conditions maintained for con- 
siderable periods of time are a necessity of business suc- 
cess. 
r* 
c For Instance, every manufacturer or person en- 


gaged in foreign trade, knows bow important it is to be 
assured that changes In the tariff schedules will not be 
made rashly or frequently. 
The business pf the.country 


can adjust itself in time to high tariff or- to low. tariff, 
but' it cannot possibly be established and continued with- 
out interruption if radical changes are made or even 
threatened at frequent intervals. 
>

Similarly the great agitation that has resulted in the 


overthrow of the double monetary standard and the estab 
Ushment of the single gold standard produced its worst 
results on account of the changes that were being made 
and the consequent uncertainty .to business affairs. 


But the application of the general principle is much 


wider than is commonly supposed.' 
Frequent changes in 


wages, for instance, are detrimental to .regular business 
conditions, and this is true whether the changes be an 
increase or a decrease.- 
It would be far better for both 


employes and employers if the average rate for a period 
of years could be maintained constantly throughout the 
entire period, rather than to have it shifting above or be- 
low the general average. 


Another matter in which, changes of rates aye detrimen- 


tal to general business interests is that of transportation. 
This is an important element in all business, especially 
in those parts of thq country most dependent upon outsiuo 
production. 
It would be for the general interest of busi- 


ness if fixed schedules of rates could'be established and 
maintained without change for long periods of time, for 
then business men could make their calculations accord 
ingly 'and feel assured that the result anticipated by thorn 
could be attained. 


An instance of the present unsatisfactory conditions 


has just arisen in Pennsylvania where some of the prln 
cipal raiiroad companies have announced an increase ot 
wages to their men on the ground that the increased cost 
ot living makes it necessary for their employes to earn 
higher wages. 
This announcement was quickly followed 


by another one to the effect that the 10 per cent, increase 
in wages makes it necessary for the companies to in- 
crease their freight charges by 20 per cent. This will make 
it necessary for merchants to add to the price of their 
goods, and consequently, the cost of living for railroad 
employes and others will bo still further Increased, 


To a large extent these frequent changes in the funda- 


mental conditions of business are duo to the constantly 
varying conditions brought about by the inventions a 
rapid improvements characteristic ot the 19th and 20th 
cehturies. 
Within the past 100 years we have radically 


changed the process of making every important article 
and have overturned tho entire system of commerce an! 
industry. 
It has been utterly impossible to establish 


permanent conditions in any branch of manufacturing ot 
trade, and we have not yet reached a point where this 
can be done. 
We do not know at what time some now 


discovery may revolutionize the processes in any Impor- 
tant branch of human effort and upset all calculations 
made upon the basis of present conditions. 


But in general it IB evident that the effort should bo 


made to make business conditions as permanent and as 
unchangeable as it is possible. 
The wheels of business 


ought to run smoothly and steadily, and at the same rate 
of speed through long periods. 
If this could be accom- 


plished we would not have years of feverish activity when 
the whole nation is working over time in order to accom 
plish the impossible, interspersed with dull years when 
the stocks of goods on hand are a drug In the markti 
and multitudes of men aro out of employment because 
there is no demand for the products of their industry.

That the contrary is true Js based on 
conditions peculiarly interesting antt 
native to the situation.

that excessive dampness has brought 
the fir forest into existence, that it 
exists in these forests, and that when 
such condition of dampness is removed, 
either by cutting down,the biggest 
trees or by the cutting .of avenues 
through the woods, allowing the sun's 
rays to penetrate where they never 
entered before, tbe remaining firs die, 
dry out and become fit fuel for any 
blaze that may be started,,,• .Thus llvs 
fts is always'wet fir. 


Timber men Jog any given tract ol 


fir systematically, as a mowing ma- 
chine cuts along tbe Bide of a field. 
Should alternate sections be'cut down, 
the timber on tbe sections remaining 
would soon dry out and die, thus be- 
coming a total loss from the millman's 
standpoint 
Should an 
enthusiastic 


forester cut only the big firs and leave 
the smaller ones standing, with the 
notion that they would thrive and 
grow, he wpuld fall, unless the experi- 
ence of Puget Sound loggers has been 
for nothing. 
. 


Logging crews are instructed to burn 


their waste timber as they go, but 
even in midsummer a logging crew 
must pile their waste ana allow it sev- 
eral days in which to dry before it 
can be fired. This leads tP careless- 
ness, and permits an accumulation ot 
pitchy lumber that sooner or later be- 
comes a menace to tbe settler whose 
inheritance 
it •becomes. 
But this 


emphasizes the fact that green fir. 
standing or felled, will not burn. Many 
settlers fled into, the green flr timber 
during the recent fires and wero as 
safe there as if afloat on the sound.— 
(Joseph Blethen, in December "Suc- 
cess."

Bricks are compressed until 
they crumble Into dust, but the recorded 
result of many tests determine the saf« 
height of a chimney or an office build- 
Ing of brick construction. Steel col- 
umns are placed under depression until 
they buckle or break and it is then 
known for a certainty how many 
pounds th,ey will support without dis- 
aster.

Particularly interesting are the tests 


of rope, In which the great difficulty 
is to get it to break in the middle 
rather than at the knot or fastening. 
Wire rope can be tested by moulding 
type metal around the ends, .and thus 
furnishing a grip tor the jaws of the 
machine. In the case of manila rope 
the sailor's favorite hitch, the bow 
line, is found to be the most unsatis- 
factory knot of all, while twq half- 
hitches develop the Jargest efficiency,

The iplate was 20 
Inches wide and half an Inch thick and 
the opposite ends were firmly gripped 
by the steel jaws of the testing ap- 
paratus, straining at it with a pulling 
force'Of 200,000 pounds. Measurements 
of the stretch of the plate were being 
made' by two young men, one measur- 
ing from below, and the other measur- 
ing from above and for' convenience 
resting his elbows on the taut-drawn 
steel. It was found that the readings 
taken by means of a very Sensitive mi- 
crometer varied slightly and it was sug- 
gested that the variation might be due 
to the weight of the assistant's elbows. 
It seemed impossible that a heavy steel 
plate .under such a heavy strain could 
be made to sag appreciably by BO slight 
a weight, and yet the demonstration 
of this fact was even more noticeable. 
Adjusting the micrometer to \reglster 
an upward bending of the plate the 
instructor put his hand beneath it and 
pressed upward with one, finger. The 
bell connected with the micrometer im- 
mediately stopped, which' showed that 
although the plate had been raised eve> 
so slightly, the deflection had been suf- 
ficient to make the electric circuit and 
the sensitive apparatus had recorded 
the fact.

This Is known to be largely 
due to the fact that American builders 
have hitherto found close at hand an 
abundant supply 'of wood, stone and 
brick, while in France and Germany 
these materials are not so available and 
the use of cement construction is almost 
universal; not only for walls and floors 
of buildings, but for monuments and 
many sorts of permanent structures. 
Every technical school in Germany is 
studying and testing cement construc- 
tion. The United States government has 
already begun Investigating to ascertain 
the effect of heat and cold upon this 
material, and It is probable that the im- 
portant technical schools on this side of 
the water will soon turn their attention 
also to the research work necessary to 
place • it in the hands of American 
builders.

requirements, as well as with respect 
to license fee and taxation.

poration jn such cases has no remedy 
In the courts, even if the conditions 
are unconscionable; it can escape in- 
justice only by ceasing, to expose itself 
to the jurisdiction of laws which make 
unjust requirements." He concludes 
"that an amendment to the Constitution 
Is necessary to secure national super- 
vision and control of insurance com- 
panies,"

FROM THE HENRIETTA 
MINE AT SILVERTON. 


Special to the Gazette. 
Silverton, Nov. 22.—Your correspond- 
ent just came down from a visit to the 
Henrietta mines pf the Kendrick and 
Gelder Smelting company. The heading 
of No. 7 level is in the mountain over 
1,800 
feet, and driving in a body of 
heavy smelting ore five feet in width, 
carrying gold, silver and copper. The 
width, of the vein here is' not knpwn, 
but usually runs from eight to 25 feet 
pf milling and smelting pre. They cross- 
cut every once'in a while tp find the 
width. The company is doing develop- 
ment work. One blast of holes drilled 
by hand broke down about 20' tons pf 
high grade smelting pre. Where they 
can run the drift in the milling ore or 
alongside the smelting ore they use elec- 
tric drills and put in holes four to five 
feet'in depth, but in this smelting pre 
heavy shooting would break it too fine 
and pulverize some of it into a dust. 
In this mine they are running five 
levels.

DEATH OF ARMY OFFICER. WHO 
CONQTTERBD: YELLOW FEVER

Washington, Nov. 23.—Major Walter 
Reed, an officer of the surgeon-general's 
department pf the army, died here, to- 
day. Major Reed was sent to Havana 
to investigate the yellow fever ques- 
tion and it was largely .through hla: re- 
searches that the determination was 
reached that the disease was: communi- 
cable through the mosquito. ' .- • 


Major Reed's death was due to appen- 
dicitis for which an operation was per- 
formed on Monday, the 17th Inst. 


Major Reed' was born in Gloucester 


county, Va., in 1851, and was a graduate 
pf the medical department of the-Uni- 
versity pf Virginia and of Bellevue hos- 
pital, New iTcrk -city. H,e was ..ap- 
pointed an assistant.surgeon in the 
army In 1875 and a,t the time of h)a 
death was first on the list of majors 
and surgeons in the medical depart- 
ment ot the army. -He had been known 
fpr-years as one .of the foremost bac- 
teriologists and pathologlsts 
of 
the 


country. 
In, 1893 .he . wa,s appointed 
curator of the army" medical museum 
in Washington and.gave his time to the 
science which he loved. Combining in 
an' unusual degree "scientific accuracy 
with calm judgment he-was invaluable 
in his ability to search out the causes 
pf epidemic, diseases and trace "their 
progress. 
During the Spanish-American war he 
was a member of the board to Investi- 
gate typhoid fever In, the army. After- 
wards he made several voyages to Cupp, 
and was on duty in Havana, studying 
the diseases of .the islands, more par- 
ticularly yellow fever,:as:a member of 
the board to Investigate yellow fevpr. 
After a series of brilliant experiments 
which coat the life of one member of 
the board in 1801, It was announced as 
a proved fact that yellow fe.ver Is con- 
veyed by a certain variety of; mosquito 
and Introduced into.the-blood of non- 
Immunes by Us bite.

MR. FROWINB AND WAS PAID 


850 FOR THE JOB 


Five years ago Charles H. Frowlne, 


?rtitor 61 the Manitou Journal, was the 
victim of a dastardly assault at the 
.hands of parties unknown. The assault 
occurred In August. Mr. Frowlne was 
confined to his bed for weeks, but along 
late in September he \ya-s out for a few 
days. Then he again returned to his 
bed and never left until his dead body 
was born to the grave. He died No- 
vember I, 1897. 


Typhoid fever was supposed to have 


heen the cause of death. Generally 
however, it was attributed to the. fear- 
ful beating which he received. A few 
days ago a man jn Colorado City care- 
iPSBly made the remark that 'ho was 
the one who.beat up Frowine and that 
he received $50 for.the Job. The remark 
tit the man was overheard by another 
man who knows him- and who says 
that the Wan who made the assault 
and the parties who paid the money for 
having It done, live In El Paso county 
today. 


The authorities have been notified of 


the statement made by the man1 and 
thc matter .will be investigated. Charles 
Frowlne has been sleeping the eternal 
sleep for five years, but no statute of 
limitations covers such an offense as 
ithe assault made upon him. Everyone 
who knew Frowlno and who knew of 
the circumstances of the assault are 
firmly convinced today that it was mur- 
der most foul and they would go a 
long ways to run down the perpetrator 
of the crime. They may not have to 
go far. 


Frowlne for many years was one of 


the prominent citizens, as well as one 
of the best citizens of Manitou. Along 
In 1897 were the halcyon days in that 
community for gambling and its' fol- 
lowers and there congregated In the 
little summer resort as tough an ag- 
gregation of thugs, thieves and confi- 
dence men as ever disgraced a big city. 
Frowlne was a clean man and favored 
a clean' town- 
He proceeded to ex- 


pound his vjews on the subject through 
the columns of the Journal. He waged 
ns bitter a war upon the gambling ele- 
ment and upon the toughs that infested 
the town as .his mind could plan and 
his pen execute mid he made them feel 
the weight of it, too.- Naturally he 
gaind the undying hatred of those he 
was fighting. 


The assault Upon him occurred In Au- 
gust, 1897, at a time when he was car- 
rying on.a particularly keen campaign 
for reform and good government. He 
was on his way home at about 10 
o'clock at night and when a short dis- 
tance from his house he was set upon 
and cruelly hammered with a big load- 
ed cane. He was terribly beaten up 
but managed to wrest the cane from 
his assailant's hands and walked home, 
dropping, unconscious, upon the porch 
of his house. He was compelled to take 
to his bed and from that time until his 
death he was never himself again. 
Along In September he managed to get 
out but the' shadow of death was then 
upon him and he was taken sick' again 
within & few days. 
A spasmodic effort was made to find 


his assailant at one time, but It never 
amounted. >to anything. It was gener- 
ally believed that whoever did the work 
was a tool'of the gambling element or 
the element which: hedged in the gamb- 
ling and that the job was paid for. If 
Frowine TtneWXvho his assailant was, 
he never Said so, so far as known. 
The'recent gambling agitation was in 


:i way responsible for, the remark 
dropped by the Colorado City man. The 
matter was being discussed and it re- 
vived "talk of the old days in Manitou. 
Then the remark was let fall In the 
most off-hand, cold-blooded way Imag- 
inable by the man that he was the 
author :of the-assault on Frowlne and 
that he got $50 for the job. He prob- 
ably never expected that the remark 
might be repeated or that anything 
1 imlght come of it. 


Frowine - was an active man both 


physically and in the affairs of the 
community where he lived. He was for 
years town recorder and in 1897, the 
year he was killed, he was the reform 
candidate for mayor against Dr. Lewis, 
being defeated. His candidacy, as might 
be expected, was fiercely contested by 
the element which 
< feared him and 


feared his Influence. 
The death of Frowine was almost co- 
incident with the death of gambling In 
Manitou. The thug element overstepped 
the mark and the people rose in right- 
eous Indignation and soon drove out 
Rambling and the festers upon society 
which congregated about the gambling 
houses. The number of saloons was cut 
down and the town underwent a general 
reform. All;this, however, could not 
bring back life to Charles Frowlne, the 
man to whose efforts Manitou owes its 
present moral cleanliness, and it did 
not serve to bring about the apprehen- 
sion of the dastard whose hand sent 
the brave editor to join the great ma- 
jority. 
The remark of the Colorado 
City 


man may cause him tt Whole lot of 
trouble before the thing Is over and at 
leasf he may have to offer a good ex- 
planation of his meaning. The officers 
have taken up the matter and thorough 
Investigation will be in order. 
The Manitou Journal IS .still In ex- 


istence and the name of Frowine still 
appears at the head for it is conducted

Mrs. Frowlne said that at the time 
.he assault occurred it was the general 
opinion, openly expressed, and, in fact, 
published In newspapers, that the crime 
was chargeable to the elements which 
Mr. Frowine had been fighting through 
;he Manitou. Journal. "I don't think, 
lowever, that the charge was ever 
lubllshed that the criminal was hired 
and paid for the work," she said, 
"My husband was assaulted shortly 


before the death of Mr. Dana of the 
^ew York Sun," said Mrs. Frowlne. 
'At the time there was was an editorial 
published in the Sun pointing out the 
langer of allowing such an .element 
as Mr. Frowlne had been fighting to

SCOTT OOT VERDICT FOR BIG 
DAMAGES FROM BIO GRANDE 


Probably the largest verdict for per- 
sonal damages ever rendered by a Jury 
'n Colorado was handed to Judee Cun- 
ningham of the district court yesterday 
morning by the Jury which heard the 
case of John A. Scott vs. the Denver & 
Rio Grande Railway company. Scott 
sued for $50,000;. the jury returned a 
verdict In his favor for $49,86Q. 
The 
defendant's attorney, Henry McAllister, 
Jr., at once gave notice of a motion for 
a new trial and was allowed 20 days in 
which to file. The verdict created great 
astonishment on account of the size. 


Scott sued for damages on account of 
Injuries received' In jumping from a 
train on Cumbres pass, over

southwestern part of the state. The 
train had got beyond control, due, It is 
claimed, to faulty air 
brakes, 
and 
Scott, who was a fireman, feared a 
wreck. C. L. McKesson, John Little 
and George Gardner were the attorneys 
for the plaintiff in the suit. The de- 
fense showed that Scott had accepted 
1160 from the Rio Grande claim agent 
for any damages he might have against 
the company on account of his injuries 
but the jury apparently did not consider 
this at all. Undoubtedly the case will 
go to the highest courts before It Is set- 
tled.

DISCUSION OP THE 


RUSH BILL INJUNCTION. 


Denver, Nov. 26.—The injunction is- 


sued to prevent Governor Orman from 
declaring the Rush bill in effect was 
served upon the chief executive this 
morning, but It is generally believed 
that no attention will be paid to it by 
the governor. There appears to be a 
reneral opinion among the lawyers of 
he city that the district judge did not 
'ia.ve the power to enjoin the governor, 
and if he does have that power a ques- 
tion arises as to whether or not the 
proclamation is more than a minor mat- 
ter in connection with the working of 
the Rush bill. It Is contended by many 
that the vote which adopted it made it 
a law, and that should the governor 
be, prevented from issuing his procla- 
mation declaring it to be in effect this 
would not nffect the present status of 
the entire matter. The friends of the 
Rush bill also contend that the gover- 
nor's proclamation will, when issued, 
tiave nothing whatever to do with the 
town of Fletcher or with the questions 
involved in the plea for the injunction; 
that municipality is located in the new-: 
ly created counties of Adams and South 
Arapahoe. Those counties are already 
created, it is contended, and the procla- 
mation will only affect the new county 
and the city of Denver. It is claimed 
that the only way to alter the matter 
now is to have the entire law declared 
unconstitutional. 


Attorney General Post 
stated 
this 


evening that his office had under con- 
sideration several counter suits to offset 
the injunction, but that no action had 
been taken. He stated that the judge 
could be mandamused to prevent his 
assuming judlsdictlon, or that a writ 
of prohibition could be secured from the 
supreme co,u,rt prohibiting the judge 
from assuming jurisdiction. In any 
event the attorney general did not think 
the Injunction would be of any serious 
moment. Said he, "I do not believe^ that 
a district judge can restrain the gpv- 
ernor of. our state from performing a 
governmental duftf t.Jwt 1s 
enjoined 
upon him by. the statutes of our cijfii- 
mon wealth.". 


In discussing the matter of the In- 


junction, Attorney J. Warner 
Mills 
said: 


"Hera in the Seventeenth Colorado 


the case of the 
Glenwood .cemetery 


against John L. Routt it reads: "|he 
authorities are uniform that the courts 
cannot by mandamus control the ac- 
tion of the governor in the exercise' of 
any of his political or governmental 
powers, whether the same are conferred 
by the constitution or by legislative 
enactments. In the exercise of political 
and governmental powers the governor 
Is independent, or, at most, is answera- 
ble only to the high court of impeach- 
ment, orj us in the case of other elective 
officers, is answerable to the people. 
The court has repeatedly announced 
the general rule that, while the writ 
may in a proper case be allowed to 
command action, it will not be used to 
control discretion. As to the matter 
properly pertaining to his department, 
he is independent and may act or refuse 
to act according to the dictates of his 
own judgment." 


"Attorneys labor under the 
opinion 


that this can be treated as if it were a 
statutory enactment. In that case It 
might be attacked on several grounds. 
But it is an amendment to the consti- 
tution and came into effect by the will 
of the people. The point brought out 
in the petition respecting the absence of 
county control by the town of Fletcher, 
I don't think is of much weight."
